Schalk-Burger Has Gone South to Con-

LONDON, March The Daily Chron- 
icle says an armistice has been arranged 
pending the duration of Acting President 
Schalk-Burger’s mission to Mr. Steyn and 
Gen. De Wet, and that offensive operations 
against De Wet, De la Rey, and Botha 
a ae Hees, Cae 
having agreed honorably to observe the 
armistice and to refrain from operations 
until the return of the envoys to the Boer 
lines. 

It is believed, continues The Daily Chron- 
icle, that the envoys, after acaquainting 
Commandant General Botha with the re- 
sult of their mission, will again confer with 
Lord Kitchener, although no con- 
ference with the British Commander in 
Chief has actually been arranged. 

In the House of Commons yesterday 
the Secretary of State for War, the Right 
Hon. W. St. John Brodrick, announced 
that, a fortnight § ago, Mr. Schalk- 
Burger intimated to Lord Kitchener his 
desire to obtain a safe conduct through 
the British lines and back, in order to see 
Mr. Steyn with reference to the possibility 
of peace proposals. Lord Kitchener, with 
the consent of the Government, acceded to 
the request. This announcement by Mr. 
Brodrick was received with cheers. 

The Associated Press has good reason to 
believe that Lord Kitchener, in his inter- 
view with Mr. Schalk-Burger, agreed to 
withdraw the banishment proclamation is- 
sued last September if De Wet and the 
other Boer leaders surrender. : 

The comment in London 
fore the report that an armistice had been 
arranged was published—was to the effect 
that there was nothing to show the ability 
of Mr. Schalk-Burger and the other civilian 
leaders to induce such men as De Wet and 
De Ja Rey to surrender. There was, it was 
argued, no evidence that the civilians had 
any authority to impose submission on the 
leaders in the field. 

Some significance is attached to the fact 
that, in appreaching Lord Kitchener, Mr. 
Schalk-Burger and those associated with 
him carried out to the letter the advice 
given by the British Foreign Secretary, 
Lord, Lansdowne, in his reply to the peace 
note of the Netherlands Government—that 
the quickest and most satisfactory means 
for arranging a settlement would be by di- 
rect communication between the leaders of 
the Boers. and the British Commander In 
Chief in South Africa. 

The Westminster Gazette yesterday urged 
that any peace proposal should be regarded 
on its merits, pointing out that the un- 
generous assumption that the previous Boer 
overtures were signs of weakness contrib- 
uted largely to the failure the nego- 
tiations, 

The Pall Mall Gazettte said it “ would 
like to think that the brave, skillful com- 
manders, De Wet and De la Rey, have ar- 
rived at the height of moral courage once 
attained by Gen. Lee, and have realized 
that the truest patriotism does not consist 
in the prolongation of a hopeless struggle.” 
But the paper confessed that the military 
situation was not auspicious for such a 
change of mind. 

The news from South Africa had a gen- 
erally good effect on the London Stock ex- 
change yesterday. 


ADVISE BOERS TO GIVE IN. 


The Leading Belgian Papers Now Say 
that to Insist on Independence 
Would Be Foolish.

LONDON, March 25.—In regard to the 
latest developments in South Africa the 
Brussels correspondent of The Times 
says enlightened opinion in Belgium is 
not in accord with Mr. Kruger and the 
Boer delegates as to the question of in- 
dependence. 

The leading Belgian organs say that 
the pretensions of the Boers to preserve 
their independence would be mere folly. 
The vague proposal to exchange the 
Rand for independence and the rest of 
the Transvaal is dismissed as equally im- 
practicable. The arrangement now ad- 
vocated is that the late Republics be 
made British colonies, with sufficient 
autonomy to preserve a semblance of 
nationality, and it is urged that Great 
Britain should refrain from insistence 
on the idea of domination in the terms of 
surrender. 

BOERS MAY MODIFY DEMANDS. 
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Statement of ex-Member of Transvaal 
Government—Amnesty for Rebels 
Likely to be Insisted On. 
AMSTERDAM, March 24.—It is believed 
in Boer circles here that the move of Act- 
ing President Schalk-Burger is the result 
of a communication from the Boer repre- 
sentatives in Europe. An ex-member of the 

Transvaal Government said to-night: 
“After the exchange of the Dutch-Eng- 
lish notes a conference was called for Feb- 
ruary. This conference was attended by Mr. 
Kruger, Dr. Leyds, and the delegates, and 
it was decided to send six emissaries to 
South Africa by different routes, with dis- 
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patches for Steyn and Schalk-Burger, giv- 
ing them a detailed account of the situa- 
tion. One of these agents ought to have 
arrived about this time. 

“ Documents lately received from Schalk- 
Burger indicated that peace terms had 
been recently discussed by the leaders in 
South Africa, but the leaders declared that 
they could not accept anything less than 
the terms demended at Middelburg, (by 
Gen. Botha, in February, 1901,) and es- 
pecially the point of complete amnesty for 
Cape rebels, because the greater part of 
the commandoes actually in arms are com- 
posed of Cape insurgents. 

_“ The fact that the Boers in the field are 
inclined to compromise their demand for 
absolute independence seems to be indicat- 
ed by the plan Schalk-Burger has outlined 
for the government of industrial centres.

Regarding the fears expressed in the 
British press that the Boer Generals would 
not be inclined to recognize the authority 
of the civil Government of the South Afri- 
‘an Republics in case the latter decided to 
open peace negotiations, well-informed per- 
sons here declared that such apprehension 
is unfounded. They point out that the Boer 
civil and military authorities have always 
worked in perfect harmony, and that Mr. 
Schalk-Burger and the Government could 
not ha¥Ye proceeded to the Orange River 
Colony via Pretoria without at least the 
consent of Commandant Gen. Botha. 

It is said that the final decision as to 
whether serious peace overtures shall be 
made rests entirely in the hands of the 
burghers, who will have to decide upon it 
at a public meeting. 

Mr. Kruger has not yet received any tele- 
graphic advices from South Africa in re- 
gard to the latest move, nor has the Trans- 
vaal Legation. But they undoubtedly will 
receive advices in the event of the leaders 
finding a workable basis for peace terms, 


THE NEGOTIATIONS IN 1901. 

At a meting at Middelburg on Feb. 
1901, Commandant General Botha told Lord 
Kitchener he was afraid that peace coula 
not be secured without independence for the 
Boers. However, he asked for informa- 
tion as to the nature of the future govern- 
ment proposed for the two Boer colonies 
by the British Government; as to whether 
Boers would be allowed to carry rifles; 
whether the use of the Dutch language 
would be allowed; as to the question of 
giving the franchise to Kafirs; whether 
Dutch Church property, public trusts, and 
orphan funds would be left intact; whether 
the legal debts of the republics would be 
taken over; if a war tax would be imposed; 
when the prisoners of war would be re- 
turned; whether pecuniary assistance would 
be given in order to repair burned farms, 
and if there would be amnesty for all at 
the end of the war, 

Satisfactory replies were given, after dis- 
patches between Mr. Chamberlain, 
Milner, and Lord Kitchener, to most 
these inquiries, but amnesty was not prom- 
ised to the Cape rebels, and the British 
Government, it was stated, would only be 
responsible for the debts of the republican 
Governments to the extent of £1,000,000, 
Firearms were to be allowed to the Boers 
by license and on due registration, 
vided that the Boers took the oath 
allegiance. The legal position of colored 
persons was to be the same as in Cape 
Colony. 

In announcing these terms, Lord Kitch- 
ener stated that if they were not accepted 
after a reasonable time had elapsed they 
must be regarded as canceled. Gen, Botha 
wrote, with very little delay, that he had 
advised his Government of Lord Kitch- 
ener’s letter, but that “after the mutual 
exchange of views at our interview. * * * 
it will certainly not surprise your Ex- 
celenecy to know that I did not feel dis- 
posed to recommend that the terms of the 
said letter shall have the earnest consid- 
eration of my Government. I may add, 
also, that my Government and my chief 
officers here entirely agree to my views.”’ 


CANADA OFFERS MORE TROOPS. 


: 
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Is Reported that the Dominion 
Willing to Raise a Large Contin- 
gent for South Africa. 
Special to York Times. 
OTTAWA, March 24.—The Dominion Goy- 
ernment has offered fourth contingent 
for service in South Africa. So far no of- 
ficial statement available, but it is 
learned excellent authority that the 
offer has been forwarded to Mr. Cham- 
berlain through the Governor General, Lord 
Minto. Until such time as a reply is re- 
ceived of course the Dominion Government 
is not in a position to give out anything on 

the subject. 

it understood that this contingent is 
to be the largest sent from here. If 
the imperial authorities accept it, Canada 
will forward with the utmost dispatch 
200 men. As to the composition of the 
force, that will depend entirely on the 
wish of the Imperial War Office. As in re- 
gard to the contingents that have already 
been sent to the front, Canada will carry 
out the desires of the home authorities, 
believing that in so doing she will be acting 
in the best interests of the empire. There 
is every reason to believe that the War 
Office will ask that the greater propor- 
tion of the number offered be mounted in- 
fantry. 

The contingent will, if accepted, no doubt 
be raised in the same way as the last one. 
Canada will supply the men, and the De- 
partment of Militia will equip the contin- 
gent, while Great Britain will recoup the 
Dominion for the cost. There will be no 
difficulty in getting all the men necessary. 
Indeed, there will no doubt be far more re- 
cruits than positions.

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DISCRIMINATING RATES 
ON FREIGHT ENJOINED 


Six Railways, Entering Chicago, 
Are Temporarily Restrained. 


Order Holds Until June 1 or After— 
Roads Did Not Contest 
State Commerce Commis- 


Inter- 


sion’s Petition. 


CHICAGO, March 24.—With the consent 
of the defendants, Judge Grosscup, in the 
Federal court to-day, issued the temporary 
restraining order asked for by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission against six 
railways entering Chicago. The order holds 
good until June 1, or until further orders 
from the court. The railroads affected by 
the injunction are the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern, the Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis, the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago, the Michigan 
Central, the Illinois Central, and the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern. Before entering 
the order Judge Grosscup said: 

* But for the compliance of the defend- 
ants I should have required the fullest pos- 
sible hearing. The matter one of ex- 
treme importance and not to be decided 
without the most mature deliberation. 

** Personally I believe freight rates should 
be as steady and equal as postage rates, 
and that no discrimination should be made. 
The person who turns over freight to a 
common carrier for transportation should 
be made to feel that he will enjoy the same 
rates as every other shipper. The kind of 
traffic on which these bills are based ts 
much more complicated than mailable 
matter, and the rates, therefore, should be 
subjected to that much stricter regulation. 
But the question here is what power the 
Government has to enforce the provisions 
of this Inter-State Commerce act. If this 
application for an injunction can be main- 
tained, it will make the courts of equity 
the masters of the maintenance of rates. 
Such a finding might also prove to be the 
vitalizing principle of the act. 

“If any departure from the established 
rates is made by any of these railroads 
during the pendency of these orders, the 
court will take great pains to seek out the 
offender and provide against further vio- 
lations." 

It is believed that the railroads named 
agreed not to contest the petition for an in- 
junction at this time in order that other 
roads eventually might be brought into 


court and compelled to live up to the pro- 
visions of the Sherman law and the Inter- 
State Commerce act. 

In addressing the court, before counsel 
for the railroad said no opposition would 
be made, Judge W. A. Day for the Govern- 
ment declared that fewer men than can be 
counted on the fingers of the two hands en- 
wee a monopoly in freight rates in the 
Jnited States when grain and the proceeds 
of the stockyards and the interests affili- 
ated with them were to be shippéd. The 
railways, hé said, ignored all law, and while 
the cutting of rates went on prior to the 
year 1901, during that year the companies 
became so bold that they openly and bra- 
zenly billed the freight at illegal rates, as 
the Government would show. 

While the regular rate on packing-bouse 
roducts was published at 23% cents, the 
;overnment was prepared to show that the 
favored shippers were given a rate as low 
as 15 cents, illegally maintaining such tar- 
iffs. while all the rest of the people of the 
country were denied them. 

Judge Day declared further that the 
same practices prevailed on all traffic gen- 
erally used for the ordinary necessaries of 
life. He declared such practices to be in 
open defiance of the laws of the land and 
@ great restraint upon trade. 


EFFECT OF COURT'S ACTION. 
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Consternation Among Traffic Officials 
Over Prospect of Investigation. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, March 24.—Consternation was 
caused among traffic officials here to-day 
when they were informed that the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission would make 
another investigation of alleged violations 
of the Inter-State Commerce Act, and that 
hearing would be commenced in the United 

States Court room on April 1. 

The notice issued by the Commission 
says that the proceedings will deal with 
rates on grain and grain products and on 
packing house products. At this hearing, 
the Commission says, it will inquire par- 
ticularly into the manner and methods of 
making rates and the movement of pack- 
ing house products, dressed meats, grain 
and grain products from Kansas City east- 
ward during the period from Feb. 15 to 
March 15. s 

Not only will the railroads be required to 
testify fully In these matters, but they 
must also produce statements showing in 
detail the quantity and number of cars of 
each commodity forwarded to the East, both 
domestic and for export, the date of each 
shipment and billed rates under which the 
commodities moved, and the actual rates 
that were paid thereon. Information is also 
desired by the commission as to whether 
any concession from the billed rate has been 
given, promised, or is to be made under 
any circumstances. Judging by these re- 
quirements, this investigation promises to 
be the most searching and thorough one 
ever made. The railroad officials now feel 
certain that the Inter-State Commission 
means to follow up these investigations 
with criminal proceedings sees all par- 
ties found to have violated the law.

At the hearings of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission evidence was adduced 
to prove this discrimination, and several 
railways confessed that they had been cut- 
ting rates and paying rebates to packers 
with whom they had made contracts. 
Deeming it unsafe 


cut the practice, the witnesses admitted 


that they had given an open rate of 5 cents | 


below the prevailing tariff to the packers 
if they would agree to relinquish the con- 
tracts. 

Accordingly, an order was entered by the 
commission on Oct. 19 that carriers must 
cease their discrimination. Despite this, 
the Chicago Live Stock Exchange com- 
plained to the commission against the rail- 

jays, not later than ten or twelve days 
ago. In addition, testimony was given 
before the commission by a number of 
ruilroad owners to the effect that direct 
violations by pooling, rate cutting to 
favored patrons, and other discriminations 
had been going on as usual. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
requested the United States Attorney Gen- 
eral to direct the District Attorney to be- 
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sin proceedings ‘‘to prevent the Chicago- 
Nansas City railways from violating the 
“act to regulate commerce.'"’ The At- 
torney General directed the bringing of the 
suit, on the ground that there was viola- 
tion of both this act and the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

Copies of petitions for injunctions In suits 
were served last Wednesday upon the gen- 
eral officers of all the railways centreing 
in Chicago, this forming the most definite 
step in the crusade yet taken by the com- 
mission. On Friday petitions for injunc- 
tions were filed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court by United States District At- 
torney 8S. H. Bethea. 

On Saturday representatives of six of the 
railways affected held. a conference and 
agreed to make no fight against the action 
of the Government. 


TERRORS OF SUBWAY BLASTING 


Upper Broadway Residents Panic- 
stricken—Neighborhood Being 
Wrecked by Dynamite 
Shocks. 


There is terror in the hearts of the peo- 
ple who live on the ridge of rock around 
One Hundred and Fourth Street and 
Broadway. The residents of the fine houses 
there are in a state of the greatest alarm. 
They say that owing to the tremendous 
charges of the subway blasters their houses 
rock in the early morning as if shaken by 
successive earthquakes. Ceilings are 
cracked, windows are broken, persons are 
thrown out of bed, and life is made almost 
unendurable. It is at this point that the 
rapid transit tunnel makes a curve from 
Broadway east to Central Park. Farrell 
& Hopper are the contractors, and they 
are cutting the tunnel through solid rock. 
This excavation runs directly beneath the 
private houses. 

Formal complaints have been made 
the Board of Health and to Mayor Low, 
but the residents say their complaints have 
so far done them no good and that the 
contractors are growing bolder. 

Last night many of the residents went 
in a body to look for the man in charge of 
the entrance to the shaft about fifty feet 
south of Broadway and One Hundred and 
Fourth Street. He could not be found. 

The property owners are circulating a pe- 
tition calling for a meeting at which an at- 
torney to be chosen to look after their 
interests, 

There is the greatest distress among the 
occupants of the Home for the Destitute 
Blind, at One Hundred and Fourth Street 
and Amsterdam Avenue. Miss M. J. Had- 
ley, the Superintendent, says that the nine- 
ty-eight inmates are in a state of terror, 
that they are naturally nervous, and that 
with parts of the ceiling falling on them in 
the early morning, when even pictures are 
thrown trom the wall by the terrific shocks 
and the nights are made hideous by the 
drilling for the morning explosions, she 
scarcely knows what to do wkith her 
charges. 

F. W. Beeker of 221 West One Hundred 
and Fourth Street that he was re- 
cently thrown out of bed by a blast, and 


that with the first shock he and the others 
in the house cover their heads with the 
bed clothes for fear that the ceiling may 
fall on them. 

The Rey. R. Hartley of the Hope Baptist 
Church Says that the windows of that 
building have again and again been broken, 
but that the contractors have always re- 
paired the damage. 

Miss MacClellan of West One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street says that the blast- 
ing, starting in the early hours, is only the 
last agony of nights where one cannot 
sleep because of the constant working. be- 
neath the houses of the steam drills. She 
says that the occupants in the houses 
owned by the Subway Realty Company 
from 212 to 230 West One Hundred and 
Fourth Street have been ordered to vacate, 
as the ceilings are cracked, or have fallen, 
and blasting below the houses is so tre- 
mendous that it is not safe to live in them. 

Mrs. Harding. who lives at 215 West One 
Hundred and Fourth Street, says that the 
blasts yesterday morning were of such vio- 
lence that the dishes on the table, which 
was arranged for breakfast, were thrown 
to the floor and broken; pictures came 
crashing from the walls to the floor, a 
clock stopped running, showing the hour as 
6:30, when there was what she describes 
as a ‘“* double header,"’ or two great explo- 
sions almost at the same second. This 
blast threw locked street doors open, break- 
ing the locks and badly wrenching and 
wrecking the woodwork of the houses. 

The same contractors some time ago had 
great trouble owing to the complaints. of 
the residents in One Hundred and Fourth 
Street, oppasite Central Park West. 
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GEN. MILES’S TESTIMONY. 


Statement Made Public Omits His Al- 
leged Threat to Resign If Gen- 
eral Staff Bill Passes. 
WASHINGTON, March °4.—Gen. Miles’s 
testimony before the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, it will appear in the 
official records, was made public to-night. 
His alleged threat to resign if the pending 
General Staff bill is passed does not ap- 
pear, and the following colloquy at the 

close of the hearing explains it: 

Mr. Pettus—Mr. Chairman, I think there 
ought to some mode of having these 
notes revised. 

The Chairman—That will be done. 

Mr. Pettus—The report of the proceedings 
should be submitted to Gen. Miles with 
permission to strike out such portions as 
ought not to be published. 

Mr. Proctor—That it. . 

Gen. Miles—I do not know that there is 
anything to be stricken out— 

The Chairman—We have been in the habit 
of submitting to the witness before the 
committee, whoever he was, the stenog- 
rapher’s report of his remarks for correc- 
tion, of course. 

Mr. Pettus—I wanted to go further than 
that. The stenographer has no doubt taken 
down correctly what the General has said, 
but there are some things that he said 


which he may desire to strike out, and I 
think he should be allowed that privilege. 
The Chairman—He mrusj be the judge of 


that. 

Mr. should be allowed the 
liberty of striking out anything which 
ought not to be published, even if it is 
stated correctly in the report. 

Some of the features of the statement 
not heretofore reported are of interest. 
Miles defended the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department, which in the bill under 
consideration it is propdsed to abolish en- 
tirely. Speaking of the general -efficiency 
of Pay, Quartermaster’s, and Commissary 
Departments, he said the three depart- 
ments mentioned rendered most efficient 
service in all our wars. The maladminis- 
tration in the Commissary Department that 
occasioned so much suffering in 1898 was 
not the fault of the system, he said, but of 
those responsible for its administration. 

Further along Gen. Miles said of the bill: 

“It is centralization of the most pro- 
nounced type, augments the power of the 
staff, and in effect removes it further from 
touch with the fighti force of the army. 
The scheme is revoltMionary, casts to the 
winds the lessons of experience and aban- 
dons methods which successfully carried us 
through the most memorable war epochs of 
our history. * * * The proposed plan is 
but an effort to adopt and foster, in a re- 
publican form of government such as ours, 
a system peculiarly adapted to monarchies 
having immense standing armies. It would 
seem to Germanize and Russianize the 
small army of the United States.” 

Gen. Miles also said: 

“It seems to me you are throwing the 
door wide open for a future autocrat or a 
military despot. It is not, in my Judgment, 
in accordance with the principle and theory 
of democratic government, and for the 
best interests of the army, which has ex- 
isted more than 100 years and fulfilled all 
your requirements, toadoptsuch a scheme.”

Comment on the Measure. 


Local politicians in several districts yes- 
terday were eagerly engaged in discussing 
featares ef the Weeks bill, known as 
Assembly pill No. 898, and great interest 
was manifested in the effect it would have 
on the primaries:this year should it be- 
come a law. So quietly had this measure 
progressed in the Legislature that it was 
not until Sunday of this week that it began 
to attraet attention here. 

An examination of the bill 
day showed that it contained 
which would radically affect party organ- 
ization in this city, for it is one of those 
bills which apply only to New York. Brief- 
ly, this bill will disfrarichise at the prima- 
ries a large proportion of the voters. 

Its direct effect this year, should it 
come a law, as shown by an examination 
of the records at the Board of Elections, 
wilt be to prevent 169,000 registered voters 
from voting at the primaries, that being 
the number of citizens In the five boroughs 
who, out of a total of 614,180 at the last 
registration, failed. to enroll themselves 
with either party. 

These are called “ enrollments in blank.” 
Under the present law the man who at 
election time enrolls ‘‘in blank” reserves 
the right to perfect his enrollment with 
either party during the following May or 
June. He is then entitled to participate 
in the primary election of his party the 
same as if he had been a member in good 
standing for years, although making his 
decision to which party he to 
belong to but a few weeks previously. 

As a matter of fact, at the elections last 
Fall thousands of voters were informed by 
the Election Inspectors that there was no 
particular necessity for enrolling with 
either party ac that time, as they could en- 
roll by certificate in May or June of this 
year. 

Taking advantage of this provision of the 
general low of the State, and because of 
the condition of party politics at the time, 
the great number enrolled ‘‘in blank” on 


the books of the Board of Elections des 
cided to wait until this Spring before mak- 
ing their decision. 

These 169,000 individuals in the five bor- 
oughs of Greater New York will now find 
themselves out in the cold if the Weekes 
bill becomes a law, without the slightest 
claim to participation in the heated con- 
tests In the primaries which are promised 
in so many Assembly districts this year. 

That the Weekes bil! is aimed directly at 
New York is shown by the fact that the 
only change it makes in the existing law in 
this respect is to insert the words “ except 
in the City of New York" at the beginning 
of Subdivision 4, which in all other respects 
follows the wording of the present statute. 

The other features of the bill were not re- 
garded as objectionable. The important 
provision is the disfranchisement of an im- 
mense body of voters. 

There was some dispute yésterday as to 
the exact purpose of the bill, although 
there seemed to be a general consensus of 
opinion that it Was a measure directly favy- 
orable to the organization. Indeed, it was 
aptly described as ‘‘in favor of both or- 
ganizations.” 

The independent voter, the man ‘on the 
fence’ and the individual who likes to re- 
main neutral until the last minute, for 
whatever purpose, is excluded by this meas- 

from all participation in the primary 
elections. According to the Weekes bill, as 
described last night, the party primaries 
will be settled exclusively by the practical 
politicians,” 

“It is a very clever move to exciude the 
independent voter,’’ said a man well-known 
in local politics last night. ‘‘ He is now 
left stranded high and dry. He has no 
more to do with party organization under 
this measure than if he did not possess 
a ballot at all. The machine is to be man- 
aged exclusively by the bosses and they 
do not want, and will not have, any inter- 
ference from the outside, as this bill shows. 
Some people think the measure is intended 
for some particular district 

‘There are hot fights on in a large num- 
ber between the Greater New York Democ- 
racy and Tammany to see who will be the 
regular Democratic leaders. But [ do not 
think that the bilf has any such narrow 
ourpose, although such might be disclosed 
ater on. It is a measure to strengthen 
machine rule in New York, to weaken the 
independent voter, and to further intrench 
the bosses in power, What is the use of 
talking about the necessity of good men 
going to the primaries when if they go 
there they will find themselves shut out?” 

John R. Voorhis, President of the Board 
of Elections, said that as a rule the number 
of people who enrolled by certificate after 
an enrollment ‘in blank” at the preceding 
election depended upon the closeness of the 
contest or the existence of a contest. He 
stated that when there is no fight on the 
primary elections are poorly attended, but 
a close election brings out a big vote, and 
in that case in the past all sorts of devices 
had been resorted to 

Mr. 
under the existing law as to transfers and 
young men coming of age, which apparent- 
ly were sought to be diminished by the 
Weekes bill. As to the main feature of 
the bill, however, Mr. Voorhis would ex- 
press no opinion, except to say, after a 
careful perusal of its language, that if it 
became a law it would exclude 169,000 
voters who were enrolled in blank at the 
last election, and many of whom probably 
intended to vote at the primaries this vear. 

Turning to the records of last Summer 
Mr. Voorhis showed that of the voters en- 
rolled in blank at the election of 1900 in 
the five boroughs of Greater New York, 
the total number who completed their en- 
rollment by certificate in last May and 
June was 10,831, showing that under the 
existing law only a small percentage of 
those enrolled in blank actually partici- 
pated in the primaries, a sufficient number, 
however, to control many closely contested 
elections. 

There are no contests of importance now 
on for the primaries of the Republican 
Party in New York. On the other hand, 
there are vigorous fights in many Assem- 
bly district Democratic organizations. These 
include the First Assembly District, where 
Col. Murphy's leadership is challenged; the 
Second. where there is a contest against 
“Tom” Foley. the Tammany leader, by 
Nicholas T. Brown of the Greater New 
York Democracy; the Third. where P. J. 
Ryder is being opposed; the Fourth, where 
Coroner E. T. Fitzpatrick has rivals: the 
Fifth, where there is a fight against the 
leadership of ‘‘ Barney *’ Martin; the Ninth, 
where the present Tammany leader, Frank 
J. Goodwin, is expected to .be ousted by 
John C. Sheehan of the Greater New York 
Democracy; the Seventeenth, where Daniel 
F. MeMahon, Chairman of the Tammany 
Executive Committee, has a hot fight 
against him; the Nineteenth, where John 
B. Sexton, the Tammany leader. has a pow- 
erful opposition; the Twentieth, where J. 
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P. Keating, the Tammany leader, is being | 
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opposed; the Twenty-ninth, where John F. 
finds Lawrence Delmour in the 
field against him; the Thirtieth. where 
Harry C. Hart has strong opposition, and 
in the Thirty-first, Isaac Hopper's district, 
where his teadership is challenged by Peter 
F. Meyer and Charles Welde. 

The exclusion of a number of voters from 
the primaries would turn the fortunes of 
the day in many of these fights. In all 
these districts there are voters wha en- 
rolled in blank, exnecting to vote under 
the present law at the primaries this year, 
but who, if the Weekes bill becomes a law, 
will find themselves shut out. 


MR. WEEKES DEFENDS HIS BILL.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 24.—Assemblyman 
Weekes's bill to amend the primary elec- 
tion law is attracting a good deal of atten- 
tion from the politicians, in view of the un- 
derstanding that it is the one bill of all 
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! put through.

“It has been found,’ said Mr. 
‘that the present primary law does not 
allow a fair expression of the will of the 
voters. The controlling of primaries in 
New York City under the existing system 
is largely a question of money The Div- 
ver-Foley fight is a fair instance of what 
ean be under the present law. There 
has never been any serious question that 
« large number of men were brought into 
the Second District to help Foley. The 
provisions for transfers and for subsequent 
enroliment which are in the present law 
offer great opportunity for fraud. It was 
the system of transfers which permitted 
of the frauds in the Divver-Foley contest, 
and it has been found in the Seventh Dis- 
trict that great frauds were committed on 
account of the subsequent-enrollment pro- 
Vision. Subsequent enrollment in May and 
June, has been found, allows a class of 
voters who do not enroll at the time of 
registration to hold out for the highest bid- 
der at primary elections. 

‘“*My bill prevents transfers, except from 
one election district to another in the same 
Assembly District. It does away with sub- 
sequent enrollments. There is no more rea- 
son why a voter should have an additional 
chance to enroll than that he should have 
an additional chance to register. It further 
provides against the names of eminent citi- 
zens being used on primary tickets for the 
purpose of deception A copy of the pri- 
mary ballot must be filed with the cus- 
todian of primary records five days before 
the primary, and any citizen whose name 
has been used on the ballot without his con- 
sent can have it taken off upon written ap- 
plication three days before the primaries 
Another provision is that the enrollment 
books must be closed sixty days before the 
primary, and be open to inspection thirty 
days before the primary 

“The purpose of the bill to throw 
such safeguards around primary elections 
a fair expression of the 
will of the voters of the district. There is 
nothing in the measure that practical ex- 
perience has not fully justified.’’

It was learned that he was stopping at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, but when the detectives 
arrived, late in the morning, they found 
that he had taken a New York Central 
train. He : caught in Rochester on May 
7, 1900, on the charge of having embez- 
zled $26,000, He was released by United 
States Commissioner Shields in $20,000 bail, 
but a few days later was rearrested in 
New York City. Neely is about forty-two 
years ot age. 

When the 
Director of the Cuban 
freely criticised for negligence in not dis- 
covering the peculations that had been 
made on a huge scale in his office, but it 
was several months before it was discov- 
ered that he, too, was criminally culpable. 
Rathbone had had long service and ex- 
perience in postal affairs, having been 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General at 
one time.

On July 20, 1900, 
he was arrested and placed in the guard- 
house at Havana on the charge of drawing 
drafts on the Government for funds 
he placed to his own credit. Later it was 
proved that he had lived in extravagance 
in Havana at the expense of the Govern- 
ment, and it was said that money from 
the Treasury at Washington had even paid 
for his shirts. 

Reeves was one of the Auditors of the 
Havana Post Office, and was early shown 
to have been implicated in the thefts of the 
conspirators.

AT WHITE HOUSE 


The President Summoned Beet 
Sugar Congressmen. 


His Aim Was to Exchange Views on 
the Reciprocity Question—No Con- 
clusions Were Reached.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—A conference 
was held at the White this after- 
noon between the President and seven of 
the Republican members the House of 
Representatives who have been foremost in 
opposing the plan Cuban reciprocity 
urged the Ways and Means Committee 
and understood to have the support of the 
Administration. The members who called 
were Representatives Tawney and Morris 
of Minnesota, Dick of Ohio, William A, 
Smith Michigan, Minor Wisconsin, 
Metcalf of California, and Dayton of West 
Virginia 

The call was at the request of the Prest- 
dent, who desired an exchange of views to 
the end that harmonious action might be 
secured In such steps as are taken in behalf 
Cuba. As Gen. Wood has arrived herg 
from Cuba, and as several members of the 
Cabinet at the White House while 
the Congressmen were there, a report 
gained circulation that Secretary Root and 
Wood were during the con- 

This, however, was not the case, 
President and the Congressmen re- 
mained alone in the Cabinet room for the 
hour and a half that they were together. 

The talk took a wide range, covering the 
conditions in Cuba, what should be done to 
meet these conditions, and the ques- 
tion harmonizing conflicting interests so 
that there might be unanimity of action on 
the part the Republicans in Congress. 
It was stated afterward by those who had 
participated in the conference that it was 
the most agreeable and pleasant charac- 
ter, and that there was not the remotest 
suggestion on the part of the Chief Execu- 
which could be construed as seeking to 
them to yield their personal convic- 

On the contrary, it was stated, the 
President listened to the recital of difficul- 
tles which had been encountered by those 
who opposed the reciprocity plan, and also 
from them the various plans by 
they had hoped to reach agree- 
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eallers were frank to concede that 
found the President desirous of ex- 
tending effective relief to Cuba by the 
reciprocity plan. In this connection, It 
was stated, the President drew attention to 
the fact that the Sibley amendment, limiting 
the reciprocity period to Dec. 1, 1903, gave 
the Payne bill a rather one-sided aspect, as 
it asked to adopt our naturalization 
and immigration tariff 
concessions without limit of in 
return gave to Cuba tariff concessions 
limited to about a year and a half. Some 
of the Congressmen present were inclined 
to admit that we were asking a good deal 
from Cuba in return for the little we would 
grant to her 

The interchange_of views became quite 
general, there being nothing in the way of 
definite propositions one way or the other, 
but merely an-agreeable expression of 
opinion as to what was best to be done un- 
der all the circumstances of the situation. 
in the course of this general talk the sug- 
gestion was made that if the Payne bill 
had been modified so as to take off the 
differential on refined sugar some of the 
grounds of opposition might have been re- 
moved. However, there was no request, so 
far can be learned, that the bill be 
amended in this particular at the present 
stage. The plan of rebate, which was 
urged at one time, also came in for discus- 
sion and explanation. 

At the conclusion of the conference the 
general understanding was reached that 
any statements made to the public would be 
to the general effect that no conclusions 
were reached, and that the conference was 
confined to a general interchange of views. 
It is @inderstood that the President will 
see some of the members of the Ways and 
Means Committee to-morrow, thus famil- 
iarizing himself with both sides of the issue 
which has recently arisen in the House. 
lie hopes that this general interchange 
with the leaders from both sides may bring 
about unanimity of action in whatever is 
done in behalf of Cuba.

Gen. Wood has expressed the opinion that 
the proposed 20 per cent. reduction on Cu- 
ban imports will not afford the desired p- 
lief to Cuba. He is endeavoring to secure 
more liberal concessions for the island. 

The nlan for Gen. Wood to meet Presi- 
dent-elect Palma in New York next 
Wednesday has been abandoned This is 
due to an arrangement made since Gen. 
Wood's arrival in Washington. whereby 
President Palma will come to Washington 
this evening and have a personal confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt at the White 
House for the purpose of agreeing upon a 
general plan for the transfer of the Gov- 
ernment to the newly elected officers of the 
republic It expected that Secretary 
Root and Gen. Palma will be present. Ac- 
cording to the present programme Sefior 
Palma will be duly installed in the Presi- 
dential office on the 1st of May, and a por- 
tion of the United States Army will remain 
on the island after that date as long as 
their presence may be necessary to pre- 
serve peace and good order and perfect the 
final details of the transfer. It is not known 
at this time how long the troops will re- 
main. but it is stated that they will all be 
withdrawn as soon as the new Government 
is in suecessful operation and able to pro- 
ceed without outside assistance. 

Gen. Wood also discussed Cuban affairs 
with the President to-day. Senators Platt 
of New York. Hale, Spooner, and Quay 
dropped in during the conference and gave 
their views on the subject. 
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CHICAGO TRACTION AFFAIRS. 


Western Capitalists Will Confer with 
New York Interests Here To-day.

CHICAGO, March 24.—General Counsel 
W. W. Gurley and President John M. 
Roach of the Chicago Union Traction Com- 
pany have gone to New York to attend a 
meeting of Directors there to-morrow. The 
meeting was necessitated by the decision 
of Judge Ball, compelling the exchange of 
transfers between all the lines of the Union 
Traction and the Consolidated Traction 


Companies. 

It is understood, however, that besides 
that topic, the entire traction situation will 
be gone over with the New York interests 
in the company. These interests have been 
large purchasers of the common stock, and 
have strengthened their control.

“Memorandum in connection with Assem- 
bly Bill No. 1,045, entitled ‘An act to 
amend the Greater New York charter by 
adding a section in relation to franchises 
or tunnel railroad corporations, now or 
hereafter incorporated, for constructing aud 
operating tunnel railroads to connect with 
other railroads and form thereby a contin- 
uous line between a point or points within, 
and a point or points without the City of 
New York. ; 

“ This bill aims to make possible the proj- 
ect of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
to secure terminal facilities on the Island 
ot Manhattan fur the Pennsylvania and the 
Long Island Railroads, and incidentally to 
connect the Boroughs of Manhattan and 
(Jueens by tunnels under the North and 
Fast Rivers with the south and west. It 
raises three substantial questions: First, 
whether it is proper to grant a perpetual 
franchise, even under the conditions at- 
taching to the Pennsy!vania Railroad pro)- 
ect; second, whether the bill in its present 
form is a safe and proper bill; third, 
whether it would be better, as a matter 
of policy, to deal with the question by an 
amendment of the rapid transit law. 

“As to the first question, the conditions 
affecting the Pennsylvania Railroad proj- 
ect are these: The company proposes to 
spend from £535,000,000 to $50,000,000 in tun- 
neling the North River, in tunneling under 
the surface of Manhattan Island, and in 
tunneling under the East River to Queens 
Borough. The effect of this project, if 
consummated, would ‘be to give to the Bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and Queens unbroken 
connection with the west and south, and to 
provide most desirable communication be- 
tween the Boroughs of Manhattan and 
The advantages of the plan to the 
City of New York are beyond estimation. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad proposes to pro- 
vide the money for this superb enterprise, 
but it points out that the one indispensable 
cendition under which it can undertake it 
is that it secure a franchise in perpetuity. 
It is clear that such a tunnel road could 
never be built as an independent enterprise, 
and that it is desirable, from the railroad 
point of view, only as a means of connect- 
ing the Pennsylvania Railroad and the 
Long Island Railroad systems with Man- 
hattan Island and with each other. 

“No one in this community is more 
averse to a perpetual franchise than am I, 
but candor compels me to recognize that 
there is a vital distinction to be drawn be- 
tween such a franchise as the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad desires and that, for exam- 
ple, of the rapid transit subway. Ii, at the 
end of the period for which the latter fran- 
chise is granted, the city decides to operate 
the railroad itself, the city takes the entire 
railroad. In the case of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad tunnel, on the other hand, were 
the city to assume it at the end of a limited 
franchise, the city would acquire what 
would be of comparatively little value with- 
out the outside railroad systems connecting 
therewith, while the railroad would lose 
what would be vital to it after its business 
had been adjusted for fifty or seventy-five 
years to the use of such facilities. This is 
why. from the point of view of the Penn- 


| Sylvania Railroad, the project is absolutely 


dependent upon a perpetual franchise. Ex- 
cept upon such a basis, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad is, and has been from the begin- 
ning, perfectly frank in stating that the in- 
vestment will not be made. On the other 
hand, the railroad asks for nothing which 
is of present value to the city, or which it 
has cost the city anything to create. The 
city is only asked to grant permission to 
tunnel under the syrface of Manhattan 
Island and the East River. 

HOW THE CITY WOULD PROFIT. 

“While the bill, therefore, provides that 
a franchise may be granted in perpetuity 
for such a purpose, it carefully guards the 
right of the city to readjust the terms 
upon which the franchise shall be enjoyed, 
at intervals of not more than twenty-five 
years. The city is thus assured of the pe- 
riodic opportunity to profit by any increase 
in the value of the franchise such as time 
may easily bring. The city is also assured 
of the right and opportunity to attach such 
conditions to the grant as public interests 
may require 

* Under these circumstances I am of the 
opinion that a perpetual franchise in such 
“a case may properly be granted; for the 
city is not deprived of the opportunity to 
profit by its increase in value. It is only 
deprived of the opportunity of using the 
franchise itself at the expiration of a lim- 
ited grant. Inasmuch as the project in 
contemplation involves a tunnel under the 
North River for its completion, which tun- 
nel lies outside of the city’s control entire- 
ly; and inasmuch as that portion of the 
enterprise which the city does control is so 
vital to the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany that it cannot afford to enter upon the 
undertaking except upon the grant of a 
franchise in perpetuity, | am of the opinion 
that this is a case in which good judgment 
justifies an exception to the general rule, 

‘In this connection it may not be amiss 
if | say that the provisions in the Greater 
New York charter of lSs:, limiting the 
power to grant franchises to a grant for a 
term of years, Which were the basis of the 
provisions in the present charter, were in- 
serted at my suggestion when a member of 
the first Charter Commission. It is also 
interesting to point out that the provision 
for a periodic opportunity for a readjust- 
ment of the terms of any of the franchises 
that may be granted under Section 32 of the 
rapid transit law was also inserted in this 
section at my instance when I was a mem- 
ber of the Rapid Transit Board. It will 
not, therefore, be. contended, I am sure, 
that I have ever been careless of the city’s 
interests in these regards. The basic prin- 
ciple of the ground lease which I have oft- 
en urged as a model for the city in its 
dealing with its franchises is the oppor- 
tunity which such a lease affords for a pe- 
riodic adjustment of the terms between 
the owner and the lessee. If this privilege 
is retained, it becomes to a certain extent 
a matter of discretion as to whether a 
franchise should be granted in perpetuity or 
not. I freely admit that I prefer grants 
for a limited period; but even so good a 
rule as this may sometimes suffer an ex- 
ception ‘in the public interest. 


If. 


“ The second question is whether the bill 
in its present form is a safe and proper bill. 
Different communities in the State of New 
York have in the past suffered so seriously 
from special grants that the Constitution 
requires that every bill of this kind must 
be general in its terms. It might be more 


itself; but the requirements of the Consti- 
tution make necessary a law general! in its 
terms, The bill under consideration is in 
form an amendment to the charter; accord- 
ingly, any grant to be made under the 
terms of this bill must be made in the man- 
ner prescribed by the charter. That meth- 
od of procedure is outlined in Section 74 
and Section 48. Section 48 reads in part: 
‘Such ordinance shall, on its introduction 
and first reading, be referred by the Alder- 
men to the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, whose duty it is to inquire into 
the value of the franchise and to indicate 
the terms upon which it would approve the 
proposed grant. According to Section 48, 
when such a proposed franchise ‘has been 
approved by a resolution or vote of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, it 
shall be the duty of the Board of Alder- 
men, upon receiving a copy of such resolu- 
tion or vote, to appoint a day, not less than 
one week nor more than two weeks after 
receipt thereof, for the consideration of the 
subject matter.’ If Within six weeks a ma- 
jority of the board do not vote against such 
a proposition or franchise, then it shall be 
deemed at the expiration of said period to 
have been passed by the requisite vote of 
the Board of Aldermen. The Greater New 
York charter, therefore, provides in effect 
for the determination of the terms of the 
franchise by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. It also provides for the 
adequate public knowledge, and makes 
provision against an indefinite delay as to 
a determination of the question. So much 
for the charter method of procedure, It 
will be generally admitted that it affords 
to the city such security as the character 
and ability of its public officials can insure 
under a deliberate system of procedure 
which gives public opinion ample oppor- 
tunity for making itself felt. 

“It has been urged that this bill. being 
general in character, offers the opportu- 
nity to the city authorities to advance other 
schemes less meritorious than that of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. To this it may be 
said that the number of such schemes must 
be very limited from the nature of things. 
The bill gives authority to grant to rail- 
roads originating outside of the city only 
the right to tunnel under the surface of 
the city, with right of access at stations 
and a right to have the road emerged to the 
surface only at termini, which must be 
on private property. If a tunnel is to reach 
Manhattan Island from -.beyond the city 
limits, and if it comes from the westward 
the enterprise must begin by tunneling the 
Hudson River; if it comes from the east- 
ward the tunnel must begin beyond Ja- 
maica; if it comes from the north, the 
tunnel must begin at Yonkers or Mount 
Vernon. Such enterprises, as has been 
pointed out. must be few in number in the 


solely with private funds; they are not ex- 
empt from taxation, and they cannot hope 
to compete for local business on even terms 
with the Subway Company in which the 
The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road project is not advanced as a measure 
of local rapid transit. it is made possible 
only because it furnishes the connecting 
link between two friendly railroad systems, 
neither of which at the present time reach 
the Borough of Manhattan. It is conceiy- 
able that conditions sufficiently excep- 
tional to lead to another enterprise of the 
same sort may arise at some time in the 
future, but it is not eary to see how any 
great public injury can befall the citv un- 
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aspect of the matter virtually assume that 
the only protection for the city in such 
matters is to deprive the city authorities 
of the power to act in the public interest. 
There is another agency, besides the writ- 
ten law, capable of protecting the city from 
the misuse of power in such matters, and 
that is public opinion. o one will dispute 
the fact that public opifffoen on the subject 
of the grdnt of franchfses is more alert 
than it ever has been before. I am not 
willing to assume that legislation ought 
to be shaped upon the theory that neither 
the character of the city officials nor the 
public opinion of the citizens can be trusted 
to protect the interest of the city in mat- 
ters of vital importance. 


SOME REASONS FOR APPROVAL. 


“It has, however, been suggested, at the 
last moment, that it may be better, as a 
matter of policy, to deal with all such pro- 
jects as are contemplated by the pending 
bill through an amendment of the rapid 
transit act. Section 32 of this act gives 
to the Rapid Transit Commission powers 
70 nearly similar to those conferred by the 


pending bill as probably to enable the com- 
to authorize the desired work to 
done if it were conducted under the 
of the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pary. Under these circumstances it is con- 
tended that the adoption of this amend- 
ment to the charter will result in creating 
two separate agencies capable of dealing 
with this question. It is pointed out, there- 
fore, that theedevelopment of the under- 
ground railroad system of the city is much 
less likely to be symmetrical and compre- 
hensive, if brought about by two different 
mnethods of procedure, than it will be if 
every such plan is passed upon, as most 
plans have to be, by the Rapid Transit 
Commission. It has also been urged with 
great earnestness that under the pending 
bill action might be taken which would se- 
riously injure the city’s interest in the sub- 
way now being constructed at the city’s 
expense. These considerations seem to me 
to have €o much weight that they demand 
recognition at my hands, although | am 
conscious than in yielding to them I am 
giving effect to a conception of the duty 
of the Rapid Transit Commission which 
will be new to many citizens of New York. 
One has to deal with fact, rather than 
with theory, and it seems to me, upon the 
whole, quite as important that the shaping 
of the underground railroad system of the 
city shall be subject to the supervision of 
a single body as that the laying of the 
vater pipes should be. 

*On the other hand, the proposed .m- 
provement of the Pennsylvania Railroad is 
too important to the City of New York to 
justify any course of action at this stage 
of the legislative session which might con- 
ceivably result in lodging power nowhere 
to deal with this proposition. 

‘Under all the circumstances, therefore, 
and in view of the near approach of the 
end of the legislative session of the year, T 
have determined to approve the pending 
bill; and at the same time to forward a let- 
ter to the Governor, asking him to send to 
the Legislature, with an emergency mes- 
sage, either a bill amending Section 82 of 
the Rapid Transit act in the comparatively 
slight particulars which are necessary in 
order to give to the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion jurisdiction in the premises, or else a 
bill amending the measure now under con- 
sideration by providing that the route and 
method of construction of any proposed 
tunnel railroad shall be examined and ap- 
proved by the Rapid Transit Commission; 
or, at his discretion, both of these meas- 
ures, so that the Legislature may consider 
both. I have reason to believe that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company will not 
at all object to the supervision of the Rapid 
Transit Commission of the project now in 
contemplation. 

** It will be remembered that the Mayorand 
Controller of the city are ex-officio mem- 
bers of the Rapid Transit Commission; and 
that every franchise approved by the com- 
mission must be accepted by the Board of 
Aldermen and the Mayor before it can go 
into effect. The question at issue, there- 
fore, is not whether the city authorities 
shall or shall not be called upon to ap- 
prove any given project, but whether or not 
the Rapid Transit Commission shall be 
ealled into! consultation. In view of the 
large sum which the city has already in- 
vested in the subway, and in view of the 
still larger investments that the city is 
likely to make in this direction in years to 
come, I conceive that it is on the whole 
desirabie that the initiative in such matters 
shal! be taken by the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission—at least so far as the route and 
manner of construction are concerned.

ALBANY, March 24.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Rules to-night reported a bill to 
amend the rapid transit law. The bill re- 
ported to-night intended to protect the 
powers of the Rapid Transit Commission

The amended bill provides that the Rapid 
Trai.sit Commissioners may from time to 
time grant a right or franchise or enter into 
contracts with any railroad corporation to 
construct a tunnel railroad in New York 
City, to be connected with any railroads 
within the State or an adjoining State. By 
concurrent vote of its members the board 
may determine the route by which any such 
railroad may connect with other railroads 
or the stations thereof. The railroad cor- 
poration to which such grants shall be 
made shall pay to the city a rental to be 
readjustable every twenty-five years. The 
construction and operation of such a rail- 
road or railroad connections are authorized 
only upon the condition that the consent of 
the owners of one-half in value of the 
property bounded on, and the consent also 
of the local authorities having the control 
of that portion of the street or highway 
upon, above, or under which it is proposed 
operate the same be first 
“that such local au- 
thorities shall, upon the presentation to 
them of any such grant or contract, ‘with- 
out requifing the execution of any such 
grant or contract without retuiring the ex- 
ecution of any other agreements than those 
herein provided for, either approve or dis- 
approve the same; and evety such approv- 
al, shall be, and be deemed to be, free of 
all limitations except those contained in 
this act or the Constitution of the State." 

The concluding section of the bill is as 
follows: *‘ Nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed as interfering in any 
way with the jurisdiction, powers, and du- 
ties of the Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers of.the State of New York, nor shail 
any grant or contract be made hereunder 
affecting in any way the liabilities and obli- 
gations of the grantee or contracting rail- 
road corporation with reference to taxa- 
tion for State or local purposes. The State 
of New York shall not be liable for injuries 
to persons or property in connection with 
any railroad or any other construction 
which may be authorized under the provis- 
ions of this act, nor shall the State of New 
York be liable for any damages in any 
event for any act or omission of the Board 
of Rapid Transit Railroad Commissioners." 


PURPOSE OF HENNESSY BILL. 


Edward M. Shepard Refuses to Discuss 
Measure Affecting Elevated Roads. 
Ecward M. Shepard, a member of the 

Rapid Transit Commission, declined yester- 

day, until he had thoroughly examined the 

bill, to express an opinion of the Senator 

Hennessy measure amending Section 161 of 

the Railroad law, which includes elevated 

railroad corporations in the application of 
the section. 

Opinions differ as to the real purpose of 
the proposed amendment, but Senator Hen- 
nessy says it is intended solely to give the 
State Railroad Commission authority to 


compel reforms which will protect life and 
limb at the City Hall and Brooklyn Bridge 
elevated terminal. 

“IT have not seen the bill,"" Mr. Shepard 
said, ‘“‘and until I have an opportunity to 
thoroughly examine it I will not hazard an 
opinion. Sometimes amendments, that on 
the face of them are apparently harmless, 
change the whole purpose of a bill. Still, I 
can say that no alterations can be made at 
the terminal which will in any way affect 
the ‘use of the streets in that locality with- 
out the consent of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission. To my mind it would have been 
better to have the powers proposed to be 
conferred by the Hennessy bill given to’ 
the Rapid Transit Commission, a local body 
here,*than to a railroad board which has 
its headquarters at Albany.”

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WOMAN TRACKS BIGAMIST 


Says He Has at Least Three Other 
Wives Living. 


He Protests that He Has Only Married 
Three Women in Alli—Her Story

In Margaret Rhodes, whom Edward 
Fiezer, alias Edward Stillman, married un- 
der the latter name in this city in Decem- 
ber, 1800, he met a woman destined to check 
his propensity for getting married. After 
several months of detective work on her 
own account, which led many heart- 
rending scenes, the young woman faced him 
in the First Criminal Court in Newark yes- 
terday and accused him of. having married 
three women besides herself. She was able 
to speak with authority because she had 

} seen them all, Stillman owned up to hav- 

| ing married three women only. He was ar- 
rested ostensibly on the charge of non- 
support, but his accuser has been sub- 
poenaed to appear before the Grand Jury 
in New York on Monday to tell What she 
knows of his various marriages. 

The women who, besides Margaret 
Rhodes, jay claim to Stillman are Margaret 
Greene of 264 West Sixty-seventh Street, 
New York; Anna Jordan of Elliott Street, 
Brooklyn, and Edith Harvey, a nurse at the 
Children’s Hospital, Forty-second Street, 
New York. Margaret Rhodes at present 
taakes her home at 7 Nevins Street, Jersey 
City. There yesterday she told the story 
of her experiences, as follows: 

‘Yes, Stillman :s good-looking; and he is 
very suave—a Southerner—and polite. That 
goes without saying, however—bigamists 
are always polite. It’s their stock in trade. 
You mustn't be surprised that I take the 
matter so philosophically. 1 worried and 
cried until I am worn out. Once I fainted; 
that was over in New York. 

“I met Stillman in a hotel. He was some 
kind of a manager in the house. 1 was only 
4 waitress there. He married me in New 
York on Dec, 23, 1899, the Rev. S. Parks 
Cadman, then pastor of the Metropolitan 
Tempie, performing the ceremony. For 
the purpose of our material improvement, 
Stillman and | were separated tor a while 
last Summer. He was at Seabright; I was 
&t Garden City. There he made love to a 
very estimabie young woman. 

“One day he came to me in a great state 
of mind—that is to say, he pretended to be. 
He explained that while we had been sep- 

he had become entangled with a 
young woman and that he was in danger 
of arrest. Foolish woman that [I was, I 
helped him pack his trunk to get away. I 
gave him my bank book, and he drew all I 
had in the bank, which was $100, He for- 
got to come back, of course, 

‘After he had deserted me, I made up 
my mind to trace the gentleman. I first 
looked up the young woman with whom 
he said he had become entangled. I dis- 
covered that he had lied about her. She 
gave me my tirst hint that Stillman had 
been married before. Through a friend of 
Stillman | ascertained that the man who 
had married me had not only one wite, but 
several, living. I made a detective of my- 
self and began to look them up. The sad 
part of it is that one of the women has 
two children living. I hesitate to say which 
one it is, for the children’s sake. 

“To cut the matter short, I recently 
traced Stillman to Arlington, N. J. He was 
running a laundry there. He was again 
rapidly ingratiating himself into the good 
graces of yet another woman, when on 
Saturday last I found him there. The 
Greene woman I had not seen until we met 
before the accused man’s cell in Newark 
yesterday. There we introduced ourselves 
to one another. 

“ Stillman afterward sent for me. 

** This is very hard,’ he said, with tears 
in his voice. : 

‘*** No,’ I replied. 
serve.’ ; Se 

** You're not going to be hard on me? 
he pleaded. ; 

** Yes,’ I replied. ‘I am going to have 
you imprisoned for life if I can.’ 

‘Stillman’s right name is Fiezer. He 
came from Knoxville, Tenn., I belleve, and 
is said to be the son of a physician there, 
who recently died. I have heard that he 
left a wife and children there, too, but I 
know nothing positively about that.’ 

Stillman was held in $500 bail by Judge 
Lamben on the non-support charge. He is 
to be brought to New York to be tried on 
the bigamy charge in case the Grand Jury 
tinds a true bill against him.

The City Is Made a Defendant by Brit- 
ish Naval Officer. 

Capt. Martin Stuart of the British Navy, 
who was injured during the explosion in 
the rapid transit subway on Park Avenue, 
has instituted actions for damages against 
the city, Contractor McDonald, and Sub- 
Contractor Ira Shaler. 

This is the first time that it has been 
sought to make the city responsible for the 


disaster. The contention that it is possible 
so to do is based by Howe & Hawes, the 
' attorneys for the plaintiff, on a recent de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals, which held

Testimony of Jacob H. Schiff 
and Charles Steele. 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co.'s Part-in Northern 
Pacific Deal—Never Was Real 
“Contest” for Control, 

Mr. Steele Says. 


After three hours of testimony from 
Jacob H. Schiff, head of the firm of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., and Charles Steele of the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. before the commis- 
sion which is hearing testimony in the case 
of Peter Power against the Northern Se- 
curities Company, none of the facts elicited 
was considered by the lawyers for the 
plaintiff as throwing any particular weight 
in the balance on their side of the case. 

“I should say ‘that the most interesting 
fact adduced to-day,” said George Alfred 
Lamb, attorney for Peter Power, ‘‘ was the 
statement of Mr. Schiff tlfat he did not act 
for Edward H. Harriman in the purchases 
of Northern Pacific stock his firm made 
last Spring, and which stock was later sold, 
according to his testimony, to the Oregon 
Short Line Railroad.” 

Mr. Schiff was on the stand for an hour. 
He evinced considerable annoyance at many 
of the questions of M. H. Boutelle, the 
examining lawyer, and some of them, bear- 
ing upon the business of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
he refused to answer “ until so directed by 
the court,” as he expressed it. At other 
questions Mr. Schiff smiled. 

The substance of Mr. Schiff's 
was that his firm sought to be 
participation in the purchase of the Bur- 
lington by the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific Railroads last Spring. That 
request was refused. They then went into 
the market and bought a large amount of 
Northern Pacific stock.

The matter of transferring Northern 
Pacifie stock to the Northern Securities 
Company was first suggested, according 
to the witness, in the Summer of 1901. The 
idea at first was to have a company which 
would merely hold the stock of the Morgan 
and allied interests.

_ The convention to-day of Districts Nos. 1, 
7, and 9, United Mine Workers of America, 
which districts comprise the entire anthra- 
cite field, made a provisional strike decla- 
ration, leaving the date to be decided by 
the Executive Boards of the three districts. 
This was practically the last official act of 
the delegates, and the convention adjourned

showed a disposition to insist on an ad- 
justment of the;mine workers’ grievances, 
but the delegates were willing to relinquish 
the question of recognition providing other 
more important concessions were granted. 
This fact is evidenced in the resolution 
adopted to-day, which states as the chief 
demands a shorter work day, a minimum 
day wage scale, a uniform increase in 
wages, and the weighing of coal wherever 
practicable. 

The resolution adopted to-day was the re- 
sult of a difference of opinion among the 
delegates as to the methods to be pursued 
in enforcing the mine workers’ demands. 
Resolutions had been presented to the con- 
vention for all of the districts, but none of 
them were satisfactory to the entire body 
of delegates. It was then decided to place 
the matter in the hands of President Mitch- 
ell and the District Presidents and Vice 
Presidents. Before completing the draft of 
the resolution President Mitchell  tele- 
graphed the Presidents of the coal-carrying 
roads, making a last appeal for a confer- 
ence, 

He received several replies, one of which 
was from President Baer of the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Coal and Iron Company, 
and all of which refused to meet the rep- 
resentatives of the union. Others made no 
response. The text of the replies were not 
made public. 

During the day President Mitchell was in 
communication by telephone with Secretary 
Ralph M. Easley of the Civic Federation, 
to whom he announced the decision of the 
convention. This organization is empow- 
ered by its constitution to use its good of- 
fices to prevent strikes when appealed to 
by one of the parties to the proposed rupt- 
ure. 

In the event of their failure to secure sat- 
isfactory concessions the committee ap- 
pointed to-night will report to the District 
Executive Boards, which were authorized 
by the convention to declare a strike. 

After the meeting President Mitchell 
made this statement: 

“Our convention to-day unanimously 
adopted the recommendations submitted by 
a special committee composed of the dis- 
trict Presidents and Vice Presidents and 
myself. The resolution recites the efforts 
made by the representatives of the anthra- 
cite mine workers to secure a joint confer- 
ence; calls attention to the repeated viola- 
tions of the promises conveyed in their no- 
tices, posted one year ago, as well as their 
failure to carry out the verbal understand- 
ing reached with the representatives of the 
coal-carrying railroads last March. 

“The resolution also calls attention to 
the wage scale which was drafted and 
unanimously adoputed by the convention, 
the essential features of which are: J 
shorter work day; a minimum day wage 
scale; uniform increase in wages, and the 
weighing of coal wherever the physical 
conditions of mining would make it prac- 
ticable. 

‘It further explains that upon investiga- 
tion it is found that the average annual 
earnings of the anthracite mine worker are 
considerably less than in any other impor- 
while the number 
of fatalities and injuries in proportion to 
the number of persons employed is greater 
than in any other industry. 

“The resolution then declares that the 
mine workers cannot with honor to them- 
selves or in justice to those dependent upon 
them continue at work during the coming 
year under the present low wages and in- 
definite conditions of employment, and 
provides for a general suspension of work 
to take effect upon a date to be designated 
by the Executive Boards of Districts 1, 
7, and 9. 

*“*It provides, however, that before resort- 
ing to such drastic measures, and with a 
lingering hope for a peaceful solution of 
the perplexing problem, an appeal be made 
to the Executive Committee of the indus- 
trial department of the National Civic Fed- 
eration. Should the Civic Federation refuse 
their efforts 
to effect a satisfactory adjustment prior to 
April 1, and if after that date negotiations 
are still pending, all anthracite mine work- 
ers except those necessary to keep the 
mines in repair, shall remain away from 
the mines, strippings, washeries, and break- 
ers on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays 
of each week. Should a strike take place 
no settlement will be made in any separate 
district, and it will mot terminate until it 
has been officially declared ended by a con-

Appeal Will Be Made by a Delega- 
tion to the Governor. 


His Influence Sought to Induce Assem- 
bly Committee on Rules to Re- 
port the Davis Measure.

ALBANY, March 24.—A final effort to 
secure canal legislation will be made to- 
morrow. A delegation from New York is 
here to-night, headed by Willlam R. Cor- 
wine and S. C. Mead of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation and Frank Brainerd and C. C. 
Biackmar of the Produce Exchange. This 
delegation and a delegation from Buffalo 
expected to see Gov. Odell here this even- 
ing and have a conference with him, but 
on arriving found that the Governor had 
gone to New York to attend the Military 
Tournament. The conference will be held 
to-morrow. What the New York and But- 
falo delegations want is to have Gov. Odell 
usé his influence with the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Kules to have the committee re- 
port out the wWavis bill which passed the 
denate. Speaking of the conrerence to be 
hejd to-morrow senator Davis of Butfalo 
said to-night: 

“We will put up the strongest plea pos- 
sible to the Governor to-morrow to have 
the Assembly given an opportunity to vote 
on the Davis bill. if we cannot prevail 
upon ‘the Governor to ald us in this respect 
the last chance of canai legisiation at this 
session will have gone. We believe that 
we have enough votes in the Assembly to 
pass the Davis bill, and it an opportunity 
to vote on it is not accorded, canal men 
will always feel that, through force of cir- 
cumstances, a fair exppession of canal 
sentiment was prevented.” 

“ Will you introduce a bill providing for 
a referendum as to whether there should 
be any canal legislation at all or not’ 
Wes asked, : a 

**No, I have no such intention. 

George W. Raymond, one of the leading 
canal advocates irom Huttalo, said that the 
proposition to have a referendum to the 
people as to whether there should be any 
canal legislation or not is a * gold. brick. 

‘It is utterly foolish,’ he said, * to sub- 
mit six or eight different canal proposi- 
tions to the people and ask them to take 
their choice. it would be impossible to edu- 
cate the voters on the subject sufficiently 
between now and election time to enable 
them to make an intelligent decision. 


TENEMENT BILL AMENDED. 


Some Concessions to Mr. de Forest— 
Brooklyn Air-Shaft Clause Re- 
mains Unchanged.

ALBANY, March 24.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Rules to-night amended 
the ‘'enement House Commission bill, this

time making some concessions to the Ten- 
ement House Commissioner. In the bill, 
it will go on the calendar to-morrow, 
the 4 by 12 airshaft, which was the princi- 
pal point contended for by the Brooklyn 
building interests, will remain in the Dill. 

It is provided in the amended bill, how- 
that the sinks must be done away 
with and water closets substituted, and 
that every room in six-room tenements 
must have screen windows. As the bill was 
sent to Albany by Tenement House Com- 
missioner De Forest it provided that every 
room in a tenement must either have a 
window facing on a street or airshaft, or 
contain a screen window opening into a 
reom which did face either on the street or 
on an airshaft. ; 

As the bill stands now, the two middle 
reoms in six-room tenements can be used 
by having screen windows opening into the 
adjoining rooms, which are also what is 
ealled dark rooms; that is to say, rooms 
having no opening on a street or airshaft. 
‘The changes which were made in the Ten- 
ement House bill to meet the Brooklyn op- 
position were made through the influence 
of a single man with the powers that be. 
This man is an extensive lumber dealer in 
Brooklyn. He did not appear, so far as is 
known, at any of the hearings upon the 
bill, but after the bill had been reported by 
the City Committees of both houses to ac- 
cord with the best sense of what was right 
and proper as developed at the hearings, 
his word was powerful enough to overturn 
all that had been done.

PLEA FOR GOOD TENEMENTS. 


E. R. L. Gould in Letter to Gov. 
Odell Protests Against Amend- 
ments to Bill. 

In connection with the present tenement 
house legis!ation the following letter was 
sent to Gov. Odell yesterday by Dr. E. R. 
l.. Gould, President of the City and Suburb- 


an Homes Company: 

‘**As one for many years prominently in- 
terested in the cause of tenement house 
reform in New York Clty, I wish to pro- 
test most vigorously against certain amend- 
ments which have been introduced to the 
‘Tenement House Revision bill after said 
bill was sanctioned by Tenement House 
Commissioner De Forest. To permit one 
clause to become a law—namely, that which 
allows an airshaft four feet wide by twelve 
feet long—and to repeal the present law re- 
quiring alterations. in the old tenement 
houses where there are dark, narrow bed- 
rooms entirely without light and ventila- 
tion, and situated three rooms distant from 
the outer air, would be to surrender at one 
stroke the most important improvements 
which have been gained after years of agi- 
tation. IT am sure that in future years 
there would be nothing about your admin- 
istration which you would more deeply re- 
gret than having been a party to so thor- 
ough a betrayal of the interests of the im- 
mense mass of tenement dwellers in this 
city. 

i write strongly because I feel strongly. 
A tremendous step forward was gained at 
the passage of the tenement hous@gact last 
year. | trust sincerely that you will see 
to it that its essential features are not 
abrogated. The close, narrow airshaft is 
the cause of more preventable sickness than 
any other factor in the life of thousands of 
tenement dwellers. What has been won in 
the cause of rational improvements in the 
living environment should be maintained. I 
know whereof I speak wher I say that 
there is no economic reason weighty enough 
to permit consideration over against the 
other issues involved, 

“This company has invested two and a 
quarter millions, and is now investing an- 
other million, in tenement housés, whith 
an the requirements of light and‘ ventila- 
lion, comfort, and convenience are. véry 
much superior to the requirements of the 
present tenement house law, so that it cah- 
not be urged that the interest of the prgp- 
erty holder has been sacrificed in the 
measure which was passed last year, ahd 
amended at the suggestion of Commis+ 
sioner De Forest. 

“In conclusion, let me earnestly request 
you under no circumstances to permit the 
passage of an amendment which will re- 
store anything like the old airshaft to 
future tenement buiidings in this city or 
prevent reasonable alterations in old tene- 
ment houses where there are dark, nar- 
row bedrooms, so that they may be made 
habitable.”’ 


DOCK BILL PASSED. 


Assembly Acts Favorab! -Metropolitan 
Street Railway Co. Pacified by As- 
surance of City Authorities. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, March 24. — Commissioner 
Hawkes’s Dock bill passed the Assembly 
to-night. The purpose of the bill is to give 
the Dock Department possession,of prop- 
erty needed for dock purposes between 
Bloomfield and Twenty-third Streets. The 
bill was opposed by Assemblyman Davis, 
on the ground that it was unjust to take 
a@ man’s property away from him and make 
him wait years for his compensation, as 
was done in the case of the Elm Street 
condemnation re There was also 
opposition from the etropolitan Street 

lway Company, whose tracks in West 
Stret will be torn up. 

The Metropolitan Company was pacified 
by assurance from the city authorities 
that it would be given the right to lay its 
tracks on the next parallel street. Dock 
Commissioner McDougal Hawkes, who was 
here to-night, said there was no force in 
Mr.. Davis’s objections. 

“The property owners whose property 
will be affected are not protesting,”’ said 
Mr. Hawkes, “‘ because they realize that 
their interests have been fully protected. 
lnder the bill as passed the title does not 
rest immediately with the Dock Depart-

ment. Property owners affected have the 
right of appeal to the Sinking Fund Com-< 
missioners. Moreover, it is provided that 
any property owner whose property is 
taken shall be paid 6 per cent. interest on 
the compensation price finally determined 
upon from the date upon which judgment 
in favor of the Dock Department is en- 
tered. That is more than most of them 
are realizing from their rents, and they, 
therefore, have no reason to complain.

Section Inserted to Relieve the State of 
All Liability.

Gov. Odell Condemns Proposed Increase 
in New York City Salaries. 
ALBANY, March 24.—Goy. Odell to-night 
sent the following veto message to the 

Senate: 

“Senate bill, printed No. 237, Assembly 
reprint, 1,035, entitled, ‘An Act to Amend 
the Greater New York Charter Relative to 


Notifications of Assessments,’ is herewith 
returned without approval. 

“The principle of this bill is one which 
does not commend itself to the Executive. 
it strikes out the provisions of the Greater 
New York charter, limiting the number of 
assistants in the Bureau of the Collecti6én 
and Assessment of Taxes to two, and leaves 
the number unlimited. It also increases 
the salaries of the Notification Clerk and 
Assistant Clerk from $5,500 to $10,000. 1 
have before referred to the increase in the 
number of officials and their salaries in the 
City of New York. It has grown to an 
enormous extent in the last few years, and 
become a great burden to the taxpayers of 
that city. This method of coming to the 
Legislature to authorize such increases is 
one which should not be encouraged, and 
the salaries should be reduced rather than 
increased, 

“ For this reason I have decided to with- 
hold executive approval from the bill.”’

At Virginia Association Dinner He Ap-} 


peals to All Democrats to Stand 
Together Against Imperialism. 
WASHINGTON, March 24.—About 
guests were present to-night at the bien- 
nial banquet of the Virginia Democratic 
Association, held in the banquet room of 
the Metropolitan Hotel. They included 
Democrats of National promtnence and 
most of the political leaders and Demo- 
cratic members of Congress from the Old 
Dominion. Owing to the fact that the Con- 
stitutional Convention is in session and 
that the Virginia General Assembly is near- 


ing its close, Gov. Montague, Senator Dan- , 


iel, and Attorney General Anderson were 
unable to be present and sent their regrets. 
Col. Robert N. Harper, President of the 
association, acted as toastmaster. Those 
who spoke included the following: Ww. 
Bullock, Second Vice President of the as- 
sociation; Col. Henry Watterson of Ken- 
tucky, Senator Carmack of Tennessee, Lew- 
is Nixon, the leader of Tammany Hall; 
Representative W. W. Kitchins of North 
Carolina, Representative De Armond of 
Missouri, and members of Congress from 


Virginia. 

Col. Watterson urged on Democrats 
general union of forces in opposition to im- 
perialism in all forms. He said in part: 

“We are Democrats. We love our coun- 
try. Our hearts beat true to its institutions. 
We would rescue the Government from the 
hands of those who are converting it into a 
Government of the trusts, for the trusts, 
and by the trusts, and restore it to the 
hands of those who will have some regard 
tor the rights of the people. The Repuplic- 
an Party is a syndicated party. Arbitrary 
power is its motor, the almighty dollar its 
trade mark. If it be not checked in the gait 
it is going, it will in the end surely Mex- 
icanzie the Republic. 

* Once again in the White House we have 
the man on horseback. Affecting the sim- 
plicity of the cowboy, he conceals beneath 
the self-confidence and queer manners of 
the broncho buster the sentiments and am- 
bitions, if not the talents of a Diaz. To 
him, a little thing like treating an Admiral 
of the navy, wearing the laurel leaves of 
imperishable renown, as if he were a baby 
in arms, now to be dandled and now to be 
spanked, is merely an undress affair begun 
and ended during off moments between 
breakfast and luncheon. 

“To him the reprimanding of the Lieu- 
tenant General of Army, grown gray in the 
fighting of the battles of his country, be- 
comes an amusing horse play, meant to re- 
lax his muscles and illustrate his high 
mightiness, while warning lesser cfficers 
ot the army to obscy orders and say noth- 
ing. As these things go forward, partak- 
ing somewhat of the character of feats to 
divert and blinds to heodwink public opin- 
icn, a bill of army reorganization is pre- 
pared and urged upon Congress which, if 
it becomes a law, will make the power of 
the President absolute, and which, it is not 
too much to say, ought to be entitled ‘ An 
act to make the President of the United 
States a military dictator. 

“Because the reprimanded Lieutenant 
General, answering the summons of a com- 
mittee of Congress—as was his duty—ex- 
presses an opinion adverse to this bill, it 
is proposed to retire him from the service. 
Taken in connection with some other mat- 
ters of more or less sinister suggestion, 
these are menaces of most ominous import. 

“But, turn from the White House to 
the Capitol, and look at the Republicans in 
Congress. The trail of the trademark is 
over them all. Old High Tariff hanges the 
can-can in the House, while old, Ship Sub- 
sidy does the regulation cakewalk ‘in the 
Senate. Everything for. the syndicates. 
Nothing for the people. And, not content 
with their arbitrary power in the White 
House and thelr mercenary power in Con- 
gress, the leaders of this party of Federal- 
ism and false pretension would rip open 
Pandora's box to filch thence the black 
piratical flag of negro domination—the 
equally disreputable and bloody shirt of 
sectional agitation—and, in order to make 
sure of the next House they are proposing 
to bring forward another foree bill to 
smite the South, to blight the North, and 
to convert a land teeming with love and 
peace into a land reeking with, hate and 
strife.

| NEW JERSEY ASSEMBLY. 


: Details of Measure Enabling the Cor- 
| poration to Replace Preferred 


Stock by Bonds. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 24.—Among the 
Senate bills presented to the House to-night 
as having passed the Senate last week 
was Mr. Reed's measure amending the 
corporation laws to permit the United 
| States Steel Corporation to issue 5 per cent. 

| bonds in place of some of its preferred 
stock. The bill will be referred to com- 
mittee to-morrow morning. 


The bill above referred to, which is Sen- 
ate Bill No. 157, was introduced by Mr 
Reed by request on March 4, and on March 
19 passed the Senate. It is entitled *‘ An 
act to amend an act entitled ‘An act con- 
cerning corporations,’ (Revision of 1896, ap- 
proved April 21, 1896." 

The first paragraph amends Section 16 
of the corporations act regarding the meth- 
od of calling a meeting, and reads as fol- 
lows: . 

The first meeting of every corporation shall be 
called by a notice, signed by a majority of the 
incorporators, designating the time, place, and 
purpose of the meeting, which notice shall be 
published at least two weeks before the meeting 
in some newafper of the county where the cor- 
poration is @Mablished; or said first meeting 
may be called without publication if two days’ 
notice be personally served on all the incorpor- 
ators; or if all the incorporators shall, in writing, 
Waive notice and fix a time and place of meet- 
ing, no notice or publication shall be required; 
whenever under any of the provisions of this 
act, or any amendment thereto, a corporation is 
authorized to take any action after notice to its 
members or stockholders, or after the lapse of a 
prescribed period of time, such action may be 
taken without notice and without the lapse of 
any period of time, if such action be authorized 
or approved and such requirements be waived, in 
writing, by every member or stockholder of such 
corporation or by his attorney thereunto author- 
ized. 

The second section makes the following 
provision: 

With the 
holders present 


consent of two-thirds of the stock- 
at a meeting, every corporation 
organized under this act that shall have issued 
preferred stock, both preferred as to principal 
and entitling the holders thereof to receive 
cumulative dividends at a rate exceeding 5 per 
centum per annum, and that shall have declared 
and paid dividends at such rate, and whose float 
ing or unfunded debt at the time of the stock- 
holders’ meeting shall, in the certificate thereof 
filed with the Secretary of State, be certified not 
to exceed 10 per centum of the par amount of the 
preferred stock then outstanding, may, with the 
consent of the holder of any such preferred stock 
redeem and retire the preferred stock such 
holder, out of bonds or out of the proceeds of 
bonds of the corporation, bearing interest at a 
rate not exceeding 5 per centum per annum, the 
principal « being made payable at 
a date not less than years from the date thereof; 
every corporation organized under this act may, 
from time to time, in the manner above provided, 
issue bonds, which, if therein so declared, shall 
be convertible at par, at the option of the holder, 
into fully pald common stock of the corporation 
at par, within any period therein prescribed not 
less than two vears from the issue thereof; and 
in such case the Board of Directors may author- 
ize the tissue the common stock into which 
such bonds, by their terms, shall be convertible. 

The point was made yesterday that the 
two-thirds clause is revolutionary, but a 
lawyer well versed in New Jersey corpora- 
tion law said that such a provision was in 
force under the present law. 

When the matter was brought to the at- 
tention of George W. Perkins. Chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the Steel Cor- 
poration, he said: 

‘**I do not know anything about 
bill. It has been our intention all along 
to submit our proposition when it shall 
have been perfected, to the stockholders 
of the corporation for ratification by a 
majority of all the stockholders.”’

WORKMAN DROPS 168 FEET 
FROM EAST RIVER BRIDGE. 


George Shauer Is Drowned Before Boats 
Reach Him—Foreman Says Police 
Patrol Boat Had No Guard. 
George Shauer, forty-three years old, an 
ironworker employed on the new East Riv- 
er bridge, met death yesterday afternoon 
by falling from the centre span of the foot- 
bridge, 168 feet, into the river, and was 
drowned in sight of hundreds of people on 
ferryboats and other craft who were un- 
able to rescue him. The man, whose ad- 
dress is unknown, had been in the employ 
of the Roebling Company about three 

weeks. 

There are four footbridges, and at the 
time of the accident Shaver was attempt- 
ing to step from one to the other when he 
is believed to have lost his balance. Four- 
teen cable workers and bridgemefhi were 
working near to Shauer when he fell, and 
they heard him give a low cry and saw 
him turning over and over in his descent. 


He struck the water head first. There was 
a big splash, and the man nner es. He 
rose in a moment, but appear to be help- 
less, and within another minute he sank 
again. As he once more came to the sur- 
face, several boats went to his assitsance, 
but before any of them could reach him he 
went down for the last time. 

The man's hat was picked up and taken 
to the Bedford Avenue Police Station, but 
the body could not be found. 

Shauer and the other employes had been 
warned never to cross from one footbridge 
of the structure to the other excepting by 
the regular passages, and Shauer had dis- 
obeyed the order. 

Joseph Koen, the foreman of the work on 
the footbridge structure, reported Shauer’s 
tragic death to the police, and declared that 
if there had been a guard on the police 
boat Manhattan, which was cruising near 
by. the man’s life might have been saved. 

The accident is the first in which life has 
been lost to happen on the footbridges since 
the cable work began over a year ago. 


LION ATTACKS ITS OWNER. 


Trainer’s Pistol Fails to Explode While 
Exhibition Is in Progress, and the 
Animal Tears Man's Arm. 


3aiting the lion Wallace for the enter- 
tainment of the Huber’s Museum audiences 
by Col. Daniel Boone, the owner of the 
animal, did not turn out as planned yes- 
terday afternoon, for the big beast turned 
on him and tore a piece of flesh about six 
inches long out of his left arm at the 
elbow.

KILLED BY HIS BROTHER. 
Accidental Death of Chemist Doer- 
flinger of Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
HUNTINGTON, L. I., Margh 24.—Oscar 
Doerflinger, chemist of the laboratory of 
the Brookiyn Navy Yard, was accidentally 
shot and killed by his brother William here 
last night. They had just returned from 


a duck hunting expedition and had put in 


at the hotel landing in front of their Sum- 
mer home. William was handing a gun out 
of the boat to his brother, when in some 
way it was discharged. The full charge en- 
tered Oscar's heart, killing him instantly. 

He was the eldest son of the late Augus- 
tus Doerflinger, a prominent civil engineer 
of Brooklyn. He was graduated from the 
Polytechnic Institute, in Brooklyn, in 1897, 
and had since held the position of chemist 
in the navy yard laboratory. 


BRITISH EDUCATION BILL. 


Introduced in the House of Commons 
Yesterday—iIt Is Not Expected that 
It Will Become Law. 
LONDON, March 25.—The Government's 
Education bill passed its first reading in 

the House of Commons yesterday. 

The bill was introduced by the Right 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, the Government leader 
in the House. It practically abolishes 


school boards, and invests the entire con- 
trol of education in the County Councils 
or similar local bodies. The school au- 
thorities of ,London are not included in 
the scope of the bill. 

It is not expected that the measure will 
meet with a better fate than the Govern- 
ment’s previous futile attempts to deal with 
the problem of education. 


HORSEWHIPPED THE MAYOR. 


Protege of Mrs. Nation Lashes Topeka’s 
Executive Because Joints 
Are Open. 

TOPEKA, March 24.—Miss Blanche Boise, 
a protégé of Mrs. Nation, horsewhipped 
Mayor Parker in his office at the City 
Building to-day. Three times she slashed 
the Mayor, and then he sprang at her, tore 
the rawhide out of her hand, and pushed 
her into the hall. As Miss Boise was 

thrust out of the office she exclaimed: 

“Thank God, I’ve done it; I've horse- 
whipped you, and now I’m going to horse- 
whip the Governor.”’ 

3efore beginning her horsewhipping, Miss 
30ise gave the Mayor a severe scolding, 
and accused him of being responsible for 
the fact that the joints are running openly 
in Topeka. She then pulled the horsewhip 
from the folds of her dress, and before the 
Mayor knew what had.happened she struck 
him three times across the head and shoul- 
ders. Miss Boise is about thirty-five years 
of age, and is a nurse by profession.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 24.—The 
Commissioners on the Gilman estate, ex- 
City Attorney Alfred E. Beers, Judge Will- 
iam H. Comley, and State Fire Marshal 
John A. Rustling, held their final hearing 


this afternoon on the disputed claims. The 
hearing took place at the County Court 
House and was very brief. 

At the end the Commissioners announced 
that they would meet in a few days and go 
over the claims and then announce their 
findings. The hearing to-day was in the in- 
terest of Mrs. Helen Potts Hall's claims. 
On the occasion of the last hearing, two 
weeks ago, Attorney Daniel Davenport 
asked for a continuance for the purpose 
of consulting the senior counsel in the case 
in New York on the position he was to take 
before the Commissioners in regard to the 
Commissioners’ decision on the jurisdiction. 


LOSSES ON TORPEDO BOATS. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Lewis Nixon,

THE CHOLERA AT MANILA. 


No White Person Yet Attacked—Meas- 
ures Taken to Prevent an Exodus. 

MANILA, March 24.—The outbreak of 
cholera here does not create alarm. No 
white person has been stricken with the dis- 
ease. According to the report of the medi- 
cal authorities, made up to noon to-day, 
there have been twenty-six cases and 
twenty-one deaths. Experts have gone to 
investigate the five cases at Malolos, just 
north of Manila, and the two cases at 
Aparri, in Northern Luzon. 

The moving of trains on the railroad be- 
tween here and Dagupan has been prohib- 
ited, and no boat will be allowed to leave 
Manila for inter-island ports for the next 
five days. The object of these restrictions 
is to prevent a general exodus and the con- 
sequent possibility of spreading the disease 
throughout the archipelago 

Japan has declared a quarantine against 


anila. 

The United States transport Grant has 
enough coal to steam direct from Manila 
to San Francisco. She will not touch at 
Japanese ports. She will sail from here on 
Wednesday, and is now awaiting the ar- 
rival of the last battalion of the Twelfth 
Infantry.

PATRICK’S LAWYER PLEADS | WHAT Is DOING 1h 


Mr. Moore Sums Up the Case of 
the Accused Attorney. 


Fierce Denunciation of Capt. Baker, 
Rice’s Texas Counsel—Valet Jones 
Called the “Tool of the 
Texas Contingent.” 


Lawyer Robert M. Moore, of counsel for 
Albert T, Patrick, on trial charged with 
the murder of William Marsh Rice, devoted 
yesterday's session of the trial to an ex- 
haustive review of the evidence taken dur- 
ing the nine weeks and to @ 
lengthy summing up of for the 
defense. 

The sensational portion 
summing up was his fierce arraignment of 
Capt. James A. Baker, the Texas attorney 
Millionaire Rice and one of his execu- 
tors. Mr. Moore declared Capt. Baker was 
the moving spirit in the case; that Jones 
was “his man Friday,’ and that Jones's 
entire story had been formulated by Baker 
in order that the latter might get posses- 
sion of Rice’s millions. 

** Jones,’ said he, paraphrasing a sentence 
of Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 
“was Baker's opportunity; Baker was 
Jones's motive.” 

Mr. Moore began his address to the jury 
at 10:50 by declaring Patrick's dealings 
with Rice had been perfectly honorable, and 
that he had no motive to commit the crime 
charged against him. He was, Mr. Moorecon- 
tended, merely the trustee of Rice’s millions, 
under the will of 1900, which the prose- 
cution ciaims was forged, and under the 
laws of this State could not have diverted 
a cent to his own benefit, as he would have 
to account annually to the courts. Mr. 
Moore asserted that a secret trust existed 
between Rice and Patrick as to the dispo-

“This defendant was faithful to his 
trust,’ continued the attorney. ‘‘ He did 
not barter this trust for his personal bene- 
fit, as Baker did. The latter gave away 
half a million of the money intrusted to him 
to win the support of the various members 
of the Rice tamily in the probate of the 
will of 1896, drawn by Baker. Baker was 
willing to do anything under heaven to 
defeat the will of 1900 (Patrick's will.) It 
would have been exceedingly expensive for 
Baker and his Texas contingent to have 
fought the probate of the 1900 will, but if 
he could bring a charge of conspiracy, 
forgery, and murder against Patrick and 
have him electrocuted, tnen the will of 1900 
would never be probated; the will of 1896 
would, and Baker and the Texas contin- 
gent would be the whole thing. 

* But the story of murder and conspiracy 
told here by Jones,’ asserted the lawyer, 
“wasn't Jones's ‘story. It was Baker's. 
It was the result of many revisions. Baker 
had motive in getting control of the millions 
of old man Rice. He had secret consulta- 
tions with Jones after the latter's arrest. 
He was closeted with Jones three hours on 
the day before he made his first ‘ confes- 
sion,’ The crafty Texas lawyer made 
Jones his tool. If he was willing to spend 
half a million to buy the favor of outsiders, 
what was he not willing to do to get Jones 
to tell the story of murder and forgery? 
Jones first said he saw Patrick smother 
Rice, and that the 1900 will was genuine. 
Baker djdn’t mind that. He would have 
been willing to pay the bequests if he could 
are. been sure of getting Patrick electro- 
cuted,”’ 

Mr. Moore said Baker was the first to 
visit Jones in the hospital, and after learn- 
ing that Patrick could prove he was ‘not 
at Rice’s apartment when Jones said he 
was killing Rice, Baker, Mr. Moore alleged, 
in effect, got Jones to tell his second 
story—that he (Jones) was the murderer. 
Mr. Moore then, referring to Jones, com- 
mented caustically upon his excursions 
about the city in charge of the police, and 
his general treatment since his attempted 
suicide, Mr. Moore pointed out the incon- 
sistencies in his various statements, and 
contrasted him with the witnesses for the 
defense—Dr. Walker Curry, Maria Scott, 
Mrs, Carpenter, Mrs. Elliott, her daughter 
and Miss Potts—who had contradicted this 
story in some points. Then he took up the 
main points of the evidence and discussed 
them in detail, He declared that the lega- 
tees under the 1900 will, who had testified 
against Patrick at the trial, though ap- 
parently under the 1900 will they would 
receive more than under the 1899 will, by 
an agreement with Baker would receive 
more than if the 1900 will were probated. 
*“ We've seen it amply proved,” said he, 
“that every one of the Texas contingent 
had his price; that every one Went to 
the highest bidder.”’ 

The Jawyer then discussed the testimony 
of the many medical experts called on both 
sides, and declared that the testimony of 
al] of them supported his contention that 
Rice did not die of chloroform poisoning. 
He declared that Jones did not know 
whether Rice was living or dead when he 
put the chloroform cone over his face, and 
closing, said: ‘It is not a question as to 
whether Patrick beyond a reasonable doubt 
is guilty, but whether beyond a reasonable 
doubt he is innocent; if there can be a pos- 
sible doubt in your minds that Jones is a 
liar, and that Rice died a natural death.” 

Mr. Moore closed at 5:20. Mr. Osborne 
will sum up to-day.

MONEY SCARCE IN JAPAN. 
Frederick Taylor, Traveler, Says King- 
dom is Nearly Bankrupt—Largely 
Result of Vast Government 
Expenditures. 

Frederick Taylor, a son of the late Moses 
Taylor of this city, known internationally 
for his work as an explorer, was a passen- 
ger on the steamship Nord America, which 

arrived yesterday. 

Mr. Taylor made a study of the Boer 
prison camps in Ceylon and Bermuda, ex- 
plored the jungles of Borneo, visited the 
Malay Peninsula, and many points of in- 
terest in China and Japan. 

Mr. Taylor left New York for Los Angeles 
in November, 1900, whither he went to 
Santa Catalina and San Clemente, wherc 
he dug up many Indian relics belonging to 
tribes of moundbuilders who lived in the 
stone age; thence he went to Honolulu, and 
from there to Japan. 

Mr. Taylor has no very exalted opinion 
of the commercial integrity of the Japan- 
ese, especially when compared with that of 
the Chinese. ; 

“It has been the experience,”’ said he, 
“of all good sound banks in the Far East 
and most particularly of the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia, and China, that 
in all their dealings with Chinese mer- 
chants for many years they never lost a 
dollar, while with the Japanese they lost 
thousands. During the time I was in Japan 
eight banks failed. The Japanese Govern- 
ment is in financial difficulty, largely the 
result of undertaking the building of its 
own ships, the establishment of steel foun- 
dries, and the expenses of the war with 
China. Unless there are early reductions 
of expenditures, Japan will soon be bank- 
rupt. But in the matter of enterprise the 
Japanese are the Yankees of the East.” 

In July, 1901, Mr. Taylor was the guest 
ot Sir Charles Brooke, who owns one-third 
of the Island of Borneo. “Sir Charles, 
who is virtually a monarch,”’ remarked Mr. 
Taylor, “has greatly improved the island 
and built up a large trade for it. I was 
granted the freedom of Sarawak and Kuch- 
ing and made a trip up the Sagama River, 
leaving civilization behind. The country 
there is a vast wilderness, inhabited main- 
ly by crocodiles, wild animals, and birds, 
while lagoons and marshes are abundant. 
While there are valuable minerals in some 
portions, frequent floods make mining un- 
profitable.

About sixty Euf®peans 
are there. The heat and humidity are 
intense all the year round, and show 
their imprint on white people who wilt like 
flowers. The climate of all Borneo is en- 
ervating to the white race.

Arriving nt Ceylon Mr. Taylor inspected 
the Boer prison camp at Mount Levinia. 

“The prisoners there,” said he, “are 
divided into two sections. The more dan- 
gerous portion, including several Amert- 
cans, are kept well in the interior. While 
pretty well quartered they seem despon- 
dent, and their countenances indicate that 
all hope is gone. There is a ge feeling 
against the Boers in Ceylon, but they are 
not badly treated. 

‘“*T was in Bermuda only a few days ago 

and while there made a personal inspection 
of the 5,000 Boer prisoners quartered on 
Bird's, Hinson’s, Tucker’s, and Morgan's 
Islands. They are well fed. The bread is 
excellent, fresh meat is served every day, 
canned meat only once a week, (Mondays,) 
and they have an abundance of rice and 
vegetables. The Government furnishes 
them with shoes, blankets, and shirts, and 
they live in tents. Those who care to work 
are paid a shilling a week. They all look 
healthy and seem contented. me ex- 
ressed a desire not to be returned to 
outh Africa.

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MAYOR AND THE PENNSYL- 

VANIA IMPROVEMENT. 

The action which the Mayor has taken 
in regard to the proposed improvement 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad is surpris- 
ing, puzzling, and needlessly risky for 
the interests of the City of New York. 

He approves the bill originally passed 
by the Legislature, after all the parties 
in interest had agreed that it was ill- 
fitted to accomplish its professed object 
and was liable to considerable abuse. In 
his statement to the Governor, the May- 
or himself in effect condemns the bill 
and asks the Governor to secure from 
the Legislature, by means of an emer- 
gency message, either its amendment 
or the adoption of an entirely different 
bill. The argument by which the Mayor 
sustains this remarkable course is that 
it is necessary that the improven.ent 
proposed by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
should be secured, and that it would not 
be well to run the chance that the 
amended or substitute bills might not 
pass the Legislature in time. We do not 
know on what this fear expressed by the 
Mayor rests. The bill proposing to refer 
the whole project to the Rapid Transit 
Commission was heartily approved by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and was op- 
posed by no one. That it would be passed 
under the pressure of an emergency mes- 
sage by the Governor is a perfectly safe 
inference, had it received the unquali- 
fied support of the Mayor. But, sup- 
posing the highly improbable case that 
there should arise some doubt as to its 
passage, why could not, why did not, 
the Mayor reserve his signature of the 
Kelsey bill until the last moment—which 
would be until the close of this week— 
and then approve it if it seemed the only 
way in which to settle the matter? He 
would have been no worse off next Satur- 
day, so far as concerns the Kelsey bill, 
than he is now. 

We think that the Mayor errs in sup- 
posing that the procurement of the im- 
provement is the sole issue involved, or 
that it is in reality the chief issue. Un- 
doubtedly it is a very important matter. 
We do not regard it as so important as 
the maintenance of the policy, well de- 
veloped now and generally approved, of 
placing all plans of transportation with- 
in the city under the supervision of the 
Rapid Transit Commission. That policy 
has worked admirably up to the present 
time. It could have been applied to the 
present improvement with perfect ease 
and success, Its application would have 
been welcomed by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, which had agreed with the 
Rapid Transit Commission to that ef- 
fect. The policy is abandoned by the 
Kelsey bill, which the Mayor has ap- 
proved. That bill was unanimously con- 
demned by the press of the city, by the 
official guardians of the transportation 
interests of the city, the Rapid Transit 
Commission, and by the Mayor himself. 
If, with the Mayor's approval now give 
it becomes a law, we go back in a most 
important matter to the old, bad, vexa- 
tious, uncertain, and unwise policy of 
turning these interests over to the Board 
of Aldermen, who are not in any way or 
in any degree fitted to take charge of 
them. Instead of strengthening and per- 
fecting the new policy, we undermine it. 
And this the Mayor makes possible at a 
mument when there was not the remotest 
or faintest reason to think that the new 
policy might not have been successfully 
and completely carried out. 

We can only hope and do most sin- 
cerely hope that the Governor and the 
Legislature will save the city from the 
danger to which the action of the Mayor 
exposes it. The Mayor sends up a bill 
“ amending Section 32 of the Rapid Tran- 
sit act, in the comparatively slight par- 
ticulars necessary in order to give the 
Rapid Transit Commission jurisdiction in 
the premises.” We trust that the Gov- 
ernor will send it to the Legislature 
promptly with an emergency message 
that will secure its passage before the 
Legislature adjourns on Thursday. He 
can in this way do the City of New York 
and the whole State an exceedingly val- 
uvable service.

WRESTLING WITH BRYAN. 

We note with interest the account 
given by The Tribune of the efforts of 
the Democratic Congressmen to relieve 
themselyes of the burden and nuisance 
of Mr. Bryan's leadership. According to 
this account, it is the old-time leaders 
in the Senate who are most restive un- 
der the continuance of Mr, BRYAN’s in- 
fluence. They were particularly vexed 
by his assumption of the right to shape 
their action in regard to the question of 
the popular election of Senators, which 
the “ peerless" Nebraskan desired to 
make a National issue. 

It was represented to the defeated and 
re-defeated Presidential candidate, first 


that this was already a Digehtienn. 
measure, since it had been adopted by 
a Republican majority in the House, and, 
second, that it was an issue as to which 
the Democrats were divided, with most 
of them against the measure. Mr, BRYAN 


sisted still harder, and there was a 
breach which will certainly become open 
unless Mr. Bryan yields. In the mean- 
time, the organization of the Congres- 
sional Campaign Committee will be the 
occasion of the first test of strength. It 
is pretty well decided to turn down 
GRiccs of Georgia, whom Mr. Bryan fa- 
vors, and to substitute as Chairman Sen- 
ator MarTIN of Virginia, with ex-Con- 
gressman CaBLe of Illinois as active 
manager. Mr. CaBL® is a wealthy, an 
able, and conservative Democrat, with 
strong sympathies .with Mr. CLEVELAND 
and his ideas. His selection would be as 
henbane to Mr. Bryan. It would be 
very encouraging to the Democrats who 
think that no progress can be made un- 
til the party consents to turn its face 
toward the future instead of toward the 
past. 

Incidentally, it may be mentioned that 
the scheme of putting Mr. CLarK of 
Montana at the head of the committee 
appears to have fallen through. There 
are some things in politics that money, 
even in Montana quantities, cannot se-

THE TENEMENT HOUSES. 
We learn from Albany that 
amendments proposed by the Committee 
on Rules of the Assembly go much be- 
yond what has been published in the 
press dispatches. They purpose to allow 
the continuation of the worst features 
of the old rookeries, which we all 
thought had been abolished forever. 

The present tenement-house law re- 
quires, where there is an inner bed- 
room which has no window on the outer 
air, or has no window opening into a 
room which has a window on the outer 
air, that this dark and unventilated bed- 
room shall not be occupied for living 
purposes. The bill as amended by the 
Assembly committee practically repeals 
this section of the act. 

The present law also requires the re- 
moval, by Jan. 1, 1903, of the present 
unsanitary school sinks and privy vaults 
in back yards, and the replacement of 
them by proper water closets. The bill 
as amended by the Assembly committee 
repeals this section of the law. 

So that it is proposed that the Legis- 
lature shall in great part nullify the re- 
form accomplished last year in regard to 
the old tenement houses, and also shall 
greatly impair the effectiveness of the 
act in regard to new houses. It is a step 
backward from which New York would 
not recover for years. Moreover, it is 
quite unnecessary. All the concessions 
that should have been made to the 
building interests of Brooklyn were 
made in the Senate bill before it was 
amended, and these concessions were 
most substantial. They reduced in three- 
story houses the size of inner courts to 
the absolute minimum required for light 
and air. What is now demanded, and 
what the Assembly committee seems 
disposed to grant, is the practical repeal 
of the law simply in order to save 
Brooklyn speculative builders some six 
hundred dollars of additional expense in 
constructing the typical Brooklyn tene- 
ment house. 

The published report that the very 
mischievous amendments proposed were 
adopted “probably on the suggestion 
of Gov. OpELL” is scarcely credible. On 
this question the Governor's position has 
heretofore been consistent and correct. 
We shall not believe, without better evi- 
dence, that he has made so complete a 
surrender to the persistent opponents of 
all tenement-house reform as his ap- 
proval of these amendments would in-

WEST POINT. 

The bill providing the annual appro- 
priation for the Military Academy was 
announced to come up yesterday before 
the House Military Committee. The bill 
is of unusual importance this year, for 
the reason that no adequate legislative 
provision has yet been made for the en- 
largement of the Academy’s “ piant,”’ to 
conform to the authorized enlargement 
in the number of cadets. 

The war with Spain had the effect of 
vindicating, more clearly than it had 
been done for a generation, the National 
usefulness, the National indispensable- 
ness, of the Military Academy. The con- 
sequent enlargement of the army had 
for its corollary the enlargement of West 
Point, which might be much further en- 
larged with advantage. At present the 
Academy can furnish only one-third of 
the newly commissioned officers. Even 
without any enlargement it would be 
more than high time to modernize the 
antiquated and obsolete condition of the 
material belongings of West Point, 
which does not contain any of the im- 
provements in building conveniences 
generally introduced elsewhere within 
the past half century. Successive Boards 
of Visitors have expressed themselves 
strongly upon this subject, 
board urged the appointment of a com- 
petent architect, with whom a compe- 
tent landseape architect might very 
properly be associated, to take into con- 
sideration the whole subject and to lay 
out the reservation with reference not 
only to the urgent present necessities, 
but to the probable future needs of the 
institution. There is but one of the 
buildings, according to this authority, 
which can be called a modern building. 
The cadet barracks are likened to “ the 
average county poorhouse,” and it is 
declared that the cadet who entered the 
Academy a hundred years ago was al- 
most as well supplied with modern com- 
forts and conveniences as the cadet who 
enters now.

by that alliance, and if we were seeking 
or were at liberty to form any, 
we need go no further than that which 
is already made to our hands. We shall 
doubtless continue, to pursue those ob- 
jects, in our separate and single way, 
with sympathy for those Powers of which 
the traditions do not preveht them from 
pursuing them by formal alliances. 

If we were to depart from our tradi- 
tions, we should certainly not so far de- 
part from our interests as to form an 
alliance with Germany. For Germany

THE PARK AVENUE LANDSLIDE. 

It is gratifying to learn on the author- 
ity of Mr. WiLL1am BarcLay PARSONS 
that “it looks as if the danger was over” 
—referring, of course, to the Park Ave- 
nue houses parts of which have slid in- 
to the subway excavation. It would have 
been more gratifying to the 
fact that the peculiar geological for- 
mation at that point which rendered such 
an accident possible had been recog- 
nized and precautions taken to prevent 
so serious a destruction of property. The 
accident is one which should have been 
foreseen and guarded against. Ordinary 
engineering skill is capable of dealing 
with much more difficult problems. That 
they were not dealt with successfully in 
the case of the row of Park Avenue 
houses mars the excellent record of the 
subway work. We find ourselves una- 
ble to agree with either Mr. Parsons or 
Commissioner STEWART, if these gentle- 
men are correctly quoted as saying that 
the collapse of the fronts of the im- 
paired buildings ‘could not have been 
foreseen,’’ although it is true enough 
that it “was one of those possibilities 
which may always attend tunnel engi- 
neering.”’ In the circumstances the de- 
mand of the property owners along the 
line of the Park Avenue excavation that 
work on this section be suspended until

A TROLLEY SERVICE UNDER THE 
HUDSON. 

At the meeting yesterday of the North 
Jersey Street Railway Company a very 
important announcement was made, 
This company controls a large part of 
the trolley system of Northern New Jer- 
sey. Its President, Mr. E. F. C. Youne, 
said: 

In two years the trolley under the Hud- 
son River will connect Jersey City with 
New York. Both the North Jersey Street 
Railway Company and the Metropolitan 
Traction Company in New York will reap 
great benefits as a result of this connecting 
link, The North Jersey intends to prepare 
to meet the growing demands. 


The plan thus succinctly outlined is in 
effect to connect the electric railway 
systems of New York and New Jersey 
by means of the old Hudson River Tun- 
nel. By the New York and New Jersey 
Railroad Company, a corporation organ- 
ized in February, the unfinished tunnel 
will be completed, connecting Fifteenth 
Street, Jersey City, with Morton Street, 
New York. At the New Jersey terminal 
transfers may be made to the roads 
reaching every part of Northern New 
Jersey, including such important centres 
as Hoboken, Newark, the Oranges, 
Bloomfield, Montclair, Paterson, and a

hundred smaller towns and newb. Ai At 
the New York terminal connection will 
be made with the system of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway. Part of the plan 
includes seventeen miles of new belt 
line between the Pennsylvania’s ter- 
minal at Jersey City and Bergen Point. 

This is a practicable undertaking, and 
one from which both New York and 
New Jersey will largely benefit. If any 
doubt existed as to its consummation it 
probable that Mr. YOouNG, 
representing a board including A. J.

AMBASSADOR WHITE 
TO RESIGN HIS POST 


He Expects to Leave Berlin Within 
Two Months. 


His Successor Will Be Either Dr. David 
J. Hill or Bellamy Storer—Oppo- 
sition to the Latter.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—That Ambas- 
sador White's tenure of office is drawing 
to a close is now a certainty, spite of 
statements to the contrary He will re- 
sign the German Embassy within about 
two months. Dr. White has himself made 
this statement to a friend. 

His successor will probably be either Dr. 
David J. Hill, the First Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, or Bellamy Storer, the Min- 
ister to Spain. Dr, Hill is favored by most 
of the men of influence in Washington, who 
have had dealings with the State Depart- 
ment, but the President in- 
clined to favor Mr. Storer 

The Minister to Spain has long been anx- 
ious for an embassy, and has been doing 
what he can to secure the first vacancy. 
It is said that even when he Bel- 
gium, Mr. Storer was not contented with 
his post, and he said be still less 
pleased with his present one. His friends 
say that President McKinley promised him 
an embassy, but this denied good 
authority. Mr. Storer said 
overparticular what embassy he 
there are only three openings—the 
the Italian, and the Austrian 
which will soon be created.

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DIKE MAY BE ARRESTED 


Alternative to Refusing to Give Up 
Books to Guden. 


Habeas Corpus Proceedings in Case of 
Two Prisoners Decided Against the 
Newly Appointed Sheriff. 


No action was taken yesterday to put in 
force the decision of Justice Gaynor in the 
Kings County Shrievalty case, and there 
Was practically no change in the situation 
during the day. Contrary to expectations, 
Justice Gaynor did not sign the order nec- 
essary to make his decision of force, and 
Col. Norman 8. Dike was not disturbed in 
the possession of the Sheriff's office and 
the County Jail. Justice Gaynor will to-day 
sign the order directing Col. Dike to turn 
Over to Charles Guden the books and papers 
of the office. 

Another phase of the controversy—the 
habeas corpus proceedings in the cases of 
Jacob W. Falk and David Goldfarb—was 
@ecided in favor of Guden yesterday by 
Justice Gaynor. In a memorandum Justice 
Gaynor declares that there is no foundation 
for the contention of counsel for Dike that 
Dike is at least Sheriff de facto. It is im- 
possible for there to be two Sheriffs of the 
county acting at the same time, he says, 
and the dictrine of officer de facto does not 
apply to a case like the present one. Pos- 
session of any particular room, the court 
also declares, is not possession of the office 
of Sheriff. 

Falk was arrested by Col. Dike and Law- 
yer Charles H. Hyde sued out a writ before 
Justice Gaynor, it being alleged by the pe- 
titioner that Dike was not the Sheriff of 


Kings County. The case of Goldfarb was 
somewhat similar, the alfference being that 
he surrendered himself to make a test case 
for the benefit of Guden. After being 

reduced in court by Dike and paroled, 

oldfarb was again taken into custody, this 
time by Guden. He was again produced in 
court on another writ directed to Guden. 
The two cases were heard together and de- 
cided in the same way. The relators were 
discharged from the custody of the re- 
spondent Dike and remanded to the custody 
of the respondent Guden. 

The order to deliver the books and papers, 
which, it is expected, Justic Gaynor will 
sign to-day, will very probably contain a 

rovision consigning Col. Dike to jail un- 
ess he complies at once with the injunc- 
tion. An order to that effect was submit- 
ted yesterday afternoon by Lawyer Jere A. 
Wernberg of Guden’s counsel to Justice 
Gaynor for the latter’s signature. The 
Justice was not satisfied with the wording 
of the order, and directed that certain 
changes be made in the same. He also said 
that he would not sign the order until Mr. 
Wernberg had given notice of its presenta- 
tion to counsel for Col. Dike. Mr. Wern- 
berg, when seen afterward, said that the 
desired changes would be made and that 
Justice Gaynor would sign the order this 
morning. 

The order as submitted by Mr. Wernberzg 
read in part as follows: 

It is hereby ordered that Norman S. Dike be 
committed to the jail for the County of Kings 
until he delivers all the books and papers apper- 
taining to and belonging to the office of the 
Sheriff aforesaid, which may be or are in his 
possession, to Charles Guden, Sheriff of the 
County of Kings, or until he be otherwise dis- 
charged. 

Justice Gaynor suggested that the order 
be changed so as to read that, if Col. Dike 
refused to hand over the books and pa- 
pre. “the said Charles Guden, Sheriff of 
Sings County, is hereby ordered to com- 
jail the said Norman 8. Dike to the county 
all. 

There appears to be no doubt that applica- 
tion for a stay will be made by Col. Dike’s 
counsel just as soon as they learn 
Justice Gaynor has signed the order. The 
application, it is thought, will be made to 
Presiding Justice Goodrich of the Appel- 
late Division. Appeal will then be taken 
to the Appellate Division by Col. Dike. 

Col. Dike continued uncommunicative yes- 
terday as to his plans. He had a talk with 
Goy. Odell over the telephone, and also 
consulted with his counsel, Judge Has- 
brouck. Some of the Colonel's friends de- 
clared that he was getting sick and tired of 
the trouble over the Sheriff's office; and 
would retire from the case altogether if he 
felt that he could do so without giving of- 
fense to the Governor. Col. Dike is a man 
of considerable means, and he has been 
told by friends that if the courts decide 
against him in the case he may become in- 
volved in a lot of suits for damages grow- 
ing out of his actions while discharging the 
duties of Sheriff. 

Col, Dike remained away from the Sher- 
iff's office during the greater part of the 
day. He was in the County Court Build- 
ing, but spent most of his time while there 
in the chambers of the Appellate Division, 
on the second floor, It was said that he 
staid away from his office in order to avoid 
being called upon to sign papers affecting 
Sheriff's cases which might make his posi- 
tion still more complicated.

DIVORCE FOR MRS. FAVERSHAM.

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CUBAN DELEGATION’S APPEAL. 


The Island Virtually an American Col- 
ony, It Contends—Her Tariff a 
Domestic Question. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Cuban 
delegation on Economic Affairs, through 
Mr. de Abad, its secretary, has issued an 
open letter directed to the members of Con- 
gress. The letter says: 

“In view of the turn which the question 
of commercial concessions to the island of 
Cuba has taken, I deem it opportune to 
submit to the intelligent judgment of the 
members of Congress the following: 

“It is a fact beyond dispute that the 
Platt amendment not only limits but prac- 
tically transfers Cuba's rights of sover- 
eignty to the United States. In an open 
manner and without reserve the United 
States has appropriated to herself certain 
rights, and in view of this fact, and, fur- 
thermore, taking into consideration that a 
law enacted by the United States has been 
incorporated into the Cuban Constitution, 
the Cuban people are unable exercise 
other sovereign rights. 

“In order to gain these 
rights Cuba struggled nobly for a hundred 
years on the forum, in the Cortes, and in 
the press, while the last two generations 
have sacrificed their lives, their homes, 
and their property in an unequal struggle 
against the Spanish army. But these ef- 
forts were without avail and barren of re- 
Sults owing to the effect of recent events, 
and Cuba has become resigned, and rests 
upon the hope that the American people 
will recognize her efforts and not forget 
her struggles. This has not been lost sight 
of, be it said to their honor, by the greater 
portion of the American people. The Chief 
Executive, many members of Congress, 
and public opinion in general have ranged 
themselves on the side of Cuba. At the 
Same time, however, the Cuban question 
has been given a turn which does not take 
into consideration the sacrifices made by 
Cuba. In a word, the Cuban debate is con- 
ducted as though Cuba were a foreign 
country, and by overlooking the true po- 
litical status of Cuba the solution of the 
question has been made more difficult. 

“In view of the Platt amendment, the 
question of commercial relations with the 
Island of Cuba has been greatly simplified. 
It is not conceivable how a talented gen- 
tleman like the Hon. R. V. Taylor could 
object to the granting of tariff concessions 
‘because it involves a relaxation of the 
prgtective principles of the Republican 
Party.’ Not only without doing violence to 
the protective principles which constitute 
the chief plank of the platform of the Re- 
publican Party, but even by raising a triple 
wall against foreign commerce and_re- 
turning to the commercial methods which 
obtained in the eighteenth century, (which 
produced so many complaints in this coun- 
try against England,) no tariff concession, 
however great, that may be granted to 
Cuba could affect the protective policy of 
the Republican Party. 

“This policy will suffer nothing because 
the unfortunately named question of reci- 
procity with the Island of Cuba is—as all 
the problems related to that island are and 
must be for the United States—a domestic 
question In the sight of the entire world, 
before all nations, the Island of Cuba is an 
American colony, (see the Almanach de 
Gotha,) and to no power would the thought 
occur to claim for itself, in view of special 
treaties or on the strength of the most fa- 
vored nation clause, that which the United 
States may grant to or may obtain from 
Cuba. 

‘The Island of Cuba is to-day a military 
dependency of the United States—it is less 
than a Territory—and to-morrow, when the 
Platt amendment becomes operative, al- 
though called a republic, it will, in view of 
said amendment, be less independent than 
Australia or Canada; less independent than 
it would have been under the autonomic 
Constitution granted by Spain in 1897. The 
degree of sovereignty enjoyed by Cuba is 
not to be compared with that exercised by 
Bulgaria or Servia, because these countries 
are protected by the treaty of Berlin, 
which secured the signatures of a number 
of powers, and the Republic of Cuba has 
no guarantee save that bestowed by an act 
of Congress, which may be repealed by a 
subsequent act. 

‘“‘In international lawthe position of Cuba 
can only be compared to the absolute mon- 
archies of Bukhara or Khiva, which at one 
time formed a part of the ancient empire 
of Turkistan, and are now dependencies 
of Russia. Khiva, for example, by its 
treaty with Russia, dated Aug. 25, 1873, re- 
nounced its right to hold direct relations 
with other sovereign nations. No nation 
interferes with what Russia or England 
does with their colonies. Why? Because 
they are domestic questions. No nation 
has protested because the United States 
has advanced her naval stations into the 
Caribbean Sea, even to Havana or to San- 
tiago De Cuba, nor would they protest 
because the United States should make 
special customs arrangements with Cuba. 
Why? Because these are domestic ques- 
tions, 

“This is the true point of view from 
which no one should depart, and it is cer- 
tain it would not have been lost sight of, if 
the representatives of certain interests, un- 
duly alarmed without cause, had not inaug- 
urated an unjustifiable campaign and in- 
vented difficulties, and thus buried from 
sight the question at issue. That is, the 
Cuban question is simply a domestic ques- 
tion which has nothing to do with the 
tariff policy of the United States, and can 
only be considered as a foreign question 
when looked upon as a sacred obligation 
which the United States voluntarily as- 
sumed before the whole world.”’ 

Supplementing this letter Mr. de Abad 
this evening made the following statement 
in regard to the allegation that the present 
crop of sugar in Cuba has been bought up 
by the trust: “It is being repeated again 
that the sugar crop of Cuba has been sold 
to the trust. The story at the present 
time, as before, is so absurd that were it 
not repeated for political effect it would 
be too absurd to merit serious considera- 
tion or refutation. Secretary Root and 
other persons interested in Cuban affairs 
have had opportunity in these last days 
to inform themselves through Gen. Wood, 
at present ‘n Washington, of the falsity of 
the assertion. Gen. Wood has been a con- 
stant student of Cuban affairs and knows 
the situation thoroughly. The Sugar Trust 
never bought the Cuban crop. A number 
of Cuban merchants and others in New 
York buy the crop and ship it to the United 
States. This year the planters, confident 
that Congress would grant them some re- 
lief, insisted on not selling their sugar, 
and as the situation of the sugar industry 
is so critical, in order not to be derived of 
the tariff reduction which they are expect- 
ing, they have been delivering their sugar 
to Cuban mrchants, receiving as part pay- 
ment on the same, half or a little more 
than half of its value, leaving the price 
open until it is known what Congress will 
do. 

“For this reason the Sugar Trust has 
bought less, much less, than in former 
years at this date, and nearly the entire 
crops is still in the hands of plarters and 
local merchants awaiting the action of Con- 
gress. The situation is just this. Between 
one trust, the Beet Sugar Trust, which is 
fighting another trust, the American Re- 
fining Company, Cuba is between the up- 
per and nether mill stones, being sacrificed 
in a battle between two American trusts."

MR. DYER’S CONCERT. 


Mr. Charles J. Dyer, baritone, gave a con- 
cert yesterday afternoon in the Astor Gal- 
lery of the Waldorf-Astoria. He had the 
assistance of Miss Ternina, of the Metro- 
politan Opera House company; Mrs. Morris 
Black, the popular soprano, and Mr. Giu- 
seppe A. Randegger, pianist. It was Mr. 
Dyer’s concert, but there was every evi- 
dence that the audience went to hear Miss 
Ternina, who, being an opera singer, occu- 
pied a pedestal of esteem far higher than 
the level reached by Mr. Dyer. Miss Ter- 
nina had previously been heard as a song 
singer, and had not deeply impressed those 
who do not believe it to be their duty to re- 
gard all doings of opera singers as wonders 
sent from heaven. Yesterday, however, the 
lady was somewhat more commendable in 
her performance, and except for a certain 
heaviness of style, inseparable from all 
that she does, she sang Schubert’s ‘ Gret- 
chen am Spinnrade ”’ very well indeed. Her 
other numbers on the programme were 
Wagner's “ Triume”’ and ‘“‘ Schmerzen." 

Mr. Dyer sang two duets by Brahms with 
Mrs. Black, and songs by Schubert, Schu- 
mann, Strauss, Philp, Nevin, and Hermann.

PRINCESS MARIE ZU WIED DEAD. 


Was the Mother of the Queen of Rou- 
mania—Born in 1825. 
NEUWIED, Prussia, March 24.—The 
Dowager Princess Marie zu Wied died this 

morning 


The Dowager Princess Marie zu Wied 
was the mother of “Carmen Sylva,”’ the 
Queen of Roumania. When the poet-Queen 
was born the Princess Marie was only eigh- 
teen years old. She was a Princess of Nas- 
sau, the second daughter by his first mar- 
riage of the late Duke Wilhelm of Nassau. 
Her mother was the Princess Louise of 
Saxe-Altenburg, who died in 1825, soon 
after the birth of Princess Marte, The 
Queen of Sweden is a half-sister of the late 
Princess. 

Princess Marie left school in order to 
marry Prince Hermann zu Wied, the wed- 
ding taking piace on June 20, 1842. Both 
Prinee Hermann and his wife took great 
interest in art and literature, and the 
tellectual atmosphere at their home 
calculated to encourage the remarkable 
gifts of ‘Carmen Sylva" from the earliest 
age. The present Prince zu Wied was born 
two vears after his sister, in August, 1845. 

The Princess Marie was a very delicate 
woman when young, and the fact that she 
lived to be seventy-seven years old is s 
to be due to the successful treatment of a 
Paris physician in 1852.

LEGAL NOTES. 


Ricuts or STREET CAR PASSENGERS 


Mrs. Jeannette Cre 
old, while a passenger on one 
politan Street Railway Company's cars, 
Bignaled the conductor just as the car ap- 
proached: Forty-third Street that she want- 
ed to alight. The car, however, did not 
stop, and Mrs. Crow called the conductor's 
attention to the fact, 
her off. He rang the bell and the 
slowed up. Mrs. Crow started toward the 
rear of the car and took hold of the rail 
of the platform. While she was waiting for 
the car to come to a full stop it gave a 
Budden jerk and she was thrown to the 
street and injured. A judgment in_ her 
favor in an action against the railway 
company to recover damages has been af- 
firmed by the Appellate Division. While 
Mrs. Crow’s statement that the bell was 
fung for the car to stop was corrobor ated 
by one of the det fondans » witnesses, the 
conductor of the r cod not remember 
whether the plaintiff had asked him to 
stop the car or not. He denied that there 
Swas any sudden starting after the car com- 
menced to slow up, and in this he was cor- 
roborated by the motorman and other wit- 
messes. The court decides, by Justice Mc- 
Laughlin, that the jury might well have 
found, from the facts, that the railway) 
company did not perform its full duty to 
the plaintiff. After the car had con 
mMmenced to slow up at her request,’ he s: 
“she had a right to prepare to leave th 
ear, and she also had a right to assum: 
that the conditions existing at that time 
would be continued until the car had been 
stopped and she had been afforded an op- 
portunity to get off. There certainly was 
Sufficient evidence, as it seems to me, to 
g°0 to the jury upon these questions of 
fact.”” Justices Hatch and Laughlin con- 
cur. Presiding Justice Van Brunt and Jus- 
tice Ingraham dissent on the ground that 
the fact that the car slowed up to cross 
another street railway and that its regu- 
jar stopping place was on the other side 
of the street could not be considered an 
fnvitation to the plaintiff to alight.

‘A GUARANTOR'S RIGHT TO Convry His 
PROPERTY.—A judgment the Supreme 
Court, setting aside a conveyance of prop- 
erty for a nominal consideration made by 
Luke Higgins to his wife, Elizabeth, on the 
ground that it was in fraud of creditors, 
has been reversed by the Appellate Divi- 
pion. Mr. Higgins was the surety of a les- 
see who defaulted in the payment of rent. 
but at the time he conveyed the property 
to his wife no default had as yet been 
made. At the time of the transfer, Mr. Hig- 
gine had in bank more than enough to pay 
any liability which might accrue under his 

waranty. The reni for which the 

efaulted did mot become due until nearly 

tWo years aftcr the transfer of the prop- 
efty from Higgins to his wife, and not un- 
til a year after the execution of a renewal 
lease of which Mr. Higgins knew nothing. 
“T° say that the execution of an instru- 
ment under these circumstances was fraud- 
ulent,” suys Justice Ingraham, for the 
court, “would make every conveyance 
fraudulent made after a man had signed 
a@ guaranty which was to continue for sev- 
eral years. If any legal proposition is set- 
tied, it is that a person has a right to give 
away his property as he pleases, and that 
such a gift is not invalid because he sub- 
sequently becomes insolvent and unable to 
pay his debts."" M. J. Horan appeared for 
the appellant, and Edward W. 8. Johnson 
represented | the respondent.
